ichard Gordon won the Tuesday, 
April 8 special election for the 
San Mateo County Board of Su¬ 
pervisors, earning a decisive 41 per¬ 
cent of the vote in the seven-way non¬ 
partisan race to replace Ted Lempert, 
who was elected to the State Assem¬ 
bly last year. 

An openly gay two-term member 
of the San Mateo Board of Education, 
Gordon is executive director of Youth 
and Family Assistance (YFA), a non¬ 
profit agency that provides a wide 
range of services to homeless youth. 
Among his numerous civic activities, 
he is president-elect of the Redwood 
City Chamber of Commerce, co-chair 
of the San Mateo County Task Force 
on Violent Crime Against Women, 
and a member of the San Mateo 
County Criminal Justice Council. 

Earlier this year Gordon told the 
Bay Area Reporter he would make it a 
top priority to strengthen the coun¬ 
ty’s AIDS program, and pointed out 
that such a move could mean a chan¬ 
neling of more local money, as well as 
federal and state funds, into the effort 
to deal with the problem of HIV. He 
also hoped to increase the efforts to 
battle breast cancer. 

He also said he would find it 
“worthwhile to work out programs to 
deal with domestic violence in gay 
households,” and to develop gay 
adoption and parenting programs in 
San Mateo County. 

Gordon was supported by the Gay 
and Lesbian Victory Fund, the Alice B. 
Toklas Lesbian and Gay Democratic 
Club, the Bay Area Non-Partisan Al¬ 
liance, and BAYMEC (Bay Area Mu¬ 
nicipal Elections Committee) - but 
not by the Log Cabin Republican 
Club. The group of gay Republicans 
backed Denise de Ville in the race. She 
came in third. 

“Richard’s decisive victory is a real 
tribute to the fairmindedness of San 
Mateo’s voters,” said Victory Fund Po¬ 
litical Director Kathleen DeBold. 
“They have a lot to teach the rest of 
America about judging political can¬ 
didates on their qualifications rather 
than their sexual orientation. “ ▼ 



No more coffee in the Castro? 


Supes to consider 18 -month moratorium

T he proliferation of coffeehouses and juice bars in the Castro 
and Upper Market areas has led a Board of Supervisors com¬ 
mittee to pass an 18-month moratorium on the businesses, so 
that a long-term plan can be developed in the area. The full 
board is expected to consider the matter this Monday, April 14. 

Supervisor Leslie Katz called for the moratorium at the request 
of several community-based organizations at the Thursday, April 
3 hearing. She said that currently, the Castro and other neighbor¬ 
hood commercial districts have moratoriums on the number of 
establishments serving food and beverages. She added that a few 
years ago, certain types of food and beverage establishments, such 
as coffeehouses and juice bars, were exempted from this limitation. 

“The result of this, at least in the Castro and Upper Market 
neighborhoods, has been an influx of coffeehouses and juice bars 
replacing non-food and beverage businesses such as bookstores, 
since food establishments are often willing and able to pay higher 
rents,” Katz said at the hearing. 

No one spoke for or against the proposed moratorium at the 
brief hearing on the issue. 

Members of the Castro Area Planning and Action (CAPA) 
group said they support the proposed moratorium as a means of 
giving the group more time to develop a comprehensive, long- 
range plan. 

“We’re not against coffeehouses,” CAPA moderator Linton Sta¬ 
bles told the B.A.R. “We are interested in gaining time.” 

Stables said CAPA is planning to take the lead on planning with 
input from all the other neighborhood groups. Stables said he’s 
under the impression city funds for a comprehensive plan will be 
available, and that the Castro is one area targeted for the funds.

Berkeley needle exchange wins 
grant, but state won't release funds

T he Needle Exchange Emergency Distri¬ 
bution (NEED) program in Berkeley 
that has provided a volunteer-run sy¬ 
ringe exchange program for the last 
seven years was awarded a $10,000 grant last 
month, but state officials have blocked the 
group from receiving the funds since March 


27. A meeting on Tuesday, April 8 did not 
change that decision. 

Although NEED members said the grant 
was of federal funds from the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention (CDC), 
state officials disputed that claim. Harold 
Rassmusson, chief of HIV/AIDS prevention 
for the state, told the B.A.R. that the grant 
was not from the CDC. 

When pressed, however, Rassmusson ac¬ 


knowledged some of the grant funds did come 
from federal sources. “It’s a mixture of funds. 
I think the testing money is federal. Some of 
it [the money] might have been federal.” 

William Rogers, Berkeley’s HIV/AIDS pro¬ 
gram director, had a meeting with Rassmus¬ 
son April 8 to discuss the issue. City officials, 
including Mayor Shirley Dean, have pledged 
to fight for the NEED grant. City health offi-

Proposed domestic 
partner changes killed

A controversial proposed 
amendment to San Fran¬ 
cisco’s domestic partners 
law, which would have allowed 
companies to exclude unmarried 
heterosexual couples from the 
benefit, is dead after a flurry of 
objections by Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano. 

Under terms of the city’s do¬ 
mestic partner ordinance, which 
goes into effect on June 1, compa¬ 
nies that do business with the city 


must provide the same benefits to 
their workers’ registered domestic 
partners that they offer to mar¬ 
ried couples. 

A proposal by Supervisor 
Leslie Katz that would let contrac¬ 
tors set up their own registries, 
and deny the benefit to heterosex¬ 
ual couples, was quickly dropped 
after Ammiano said he would 
never support the effort to weak¬ 
en the measure. 

Supervisor Susan Leal, who also 
supported the measure, acknowl¬ 
edged that the proposal was dead. 

The amendment - which 


would have allowed companies to 
provide the benefit to gays only, 
for a three-year period - was 
heavily lobbied for by Joyce New- 
stadt, a lobbyist for the Commit¬ 
tee on Jobs. 

Newstadt is a onetime key aide 
to former mayoral candidate and 
U.S. Assistant Housing Secretary 
Roberta Achtenberg, who now 
works for the San Francisco Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. Achtenberg was 
not available for comment. 

“They say you should only 
speak good of the dead,” Ammi¬ 
ano quipped. “It’s dead. Good.” ▼ 


Gay Latino John Lira 
appointed to telecom panel

M ayor Willie Brown has ap¬ 
pointed openly gay Latino 
John Lira to serve on the 
city’s new Telecommunications 
Commission. Lira is one of five 
members of the commission, which 
held its first meeting March 31. 

Commission members’ terms 
are staggered; Lira’s expires in 
July, 2000. The city charter was 
modified to create the commis¬ 
sion, Lira said, and Supervisor Sue 
Bierman is credited with starting 
the effort to create it. 

“We deal with all issues of 
telecommunications, including 
the federal Telecommunications 
Act of 1996, cable franchises, and 
telephone deregulation,” Lira told 
the B.A.R., adding the group will 
make recommendations to city 
departments and the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors about cable TV and 
other issues. 

Lira said he sought out the 
commission post, as it fits right 
into his business and computer 


software background. For more 
than 15 years, he has worked in 
technical, marketing, and man¬ 
agement positions in high tech 
companies. He has also been a 
self-employed small business 
owner. 

He said one reason he wanted 
to be on the commission was be¬ 
cause he feels it’s important to 
have the gay and Latino commu¬ 
nities represented. He also wants 
the public in general to have a 
voice on telecommunications is¬ 
sues. 

“I want to make sure to give 
the public a voice in critical issues, 
such as access to public [cable] 
channels,” Lira explained. “For 
myself, I want to give a voice to 
the public, and access to the pub¬ 
lic, and access to broadcast so that 
our voices will be heard.” 

A San Francisco resident since 
1964, Lira is a graduate of Lowell 
High School and City College. He 
went on to earn bachelor of sci¬ 
ence and master of science degrees 
from San Jose State University. 

He’s also used his high tech ex¬ 


perience to create the Hispanic 
Computing Association and the 
Hispanic On-Line Access. One of 
his goals is to open up communi¬ 
cation links to the future for all 
communities, and being appoint¬ 
ed to the commission is one step 
in that process. 

Last year, Lira ran unsuccess¬ 
fully for a seat on the San Francis¬ 
co Community College District 
Board of Trustees. Despite the 
loss, he is still committed to pub¬ 
lic service, and said he encourages 
residents to contact him about 
telecommunications issues now 
that he’s on the commission. He 
also said the public is welcome to 
attend commission meetings. ▼

be Monday, April 21 at 5:30 
p.m. at City Hall, 401 Van Ness 
Avenue.

Katz said that when the mora¬ 
torium expires, it is her hope that 
sufficient community input will 
have taken place so that a decision 
can be made regarding whether 
the limitations on food and bev¬ 
erage establishments should con¬ 
tinue, and whether coffeehouses 
and juice bars should be exempt 
from those requirements or be¬ 
come permanently part of them. 


In a related matter, CAPA has 
developed recommendations for 
Castro Street and the Harvey Milk 
Plaza that incorporate some sug¬ 
gestions for immediate improve¬ 
ments, as well as long-range plans 
for major changes. Phil Siegel of 
CAPA said a four-page brochure is 
available to anyone who wants it. 

The outlines in the plan were 
developed by a group of archi¬ 
tects, city planners, representa¬ 
tives from city departments, and 
landscape designers, along with 
neighborhood leaders who at¬ 


tended a day-long workshop, 
Siegel said. ▼

49ers unveil domestic 


partners policy

T he San Francisco 49ers held 
a press conference Monday, 
April 7 to announce the es¬ 
tablishment of a domestic part¬ 
ners policy covering the football 
team’s entire organization. It is the 
first professional sports team in 
the country to enact such a policy. 

“It shall be the policy of the 
San Francisco 49ers that domestic 
partners shall be eligible for all 
benefits offered by the team to 
married couples,” according to a 
49ers press statement. “These 
shall include medical insurance, 
retirement benefits, disability, in¬ 
centives, bereavement leave, 
parental and family leave, use of 
team facilities, and all other team 
discounts, benefits, and entitle¬ 
ments.” 

City law requires the 49ers or¬ 
ganization to comply with mu¬ 
nicipal anti-discrimination laws 
anyway: Supervisors Leslie Katz 
and Tom Ammiano co-authored 
legislation requiring any organi¬ 
zation doing business with the 
city of San Francisco to comply 
with their domestic partners pol¬ 
icy. Under that legislation, organi¬ 
zations will be required to comply 
by June 1, except for companies 
that get extensions of up to three 
years. 

At the Monday morning press 


conference outside the temporary 
offices of City Hall, 49ers Presi¬ 
dent Carmen Policy took ques¬ 
tions as minions distributed press 
statements saying the organiza¬ 
tion is voluntarily complying to 
set an example for other sports 
franchises and businesses. But 
with so many “Build the Stadium, 
Create the Jobs!” posters sur¬ 
rounding Policy, many in atten¬ 
dance saw the announcement as 
merely a ruse to gain support for 
the proposed stadium bond ini¬ 
tiative, which would cost city tax¬ 
payers in excess of $100 million. 

The stadium issue has become 
one of the most controversial is¬ 
sues in the Bay Area. Charges and 
countercharges have been flying, 
including allegations that city of¬ 
ficials are already relaxing envi¬ 
ronmental impact regulations and 
that project estimators are already 
making plans to evict residents of 
the China Basin/Bayview- 
Hunter’s Point area, where the 
stadium is to be located. 

Several of the hired hands and 
flacks representing the stadium 
deal are gay, including well- 
known politico Jack Davis, and 
Supervisor Carole Migden’s for¬ 
mer aide Michael Colbruno, 
which may or may not explain 
why so many major lesbian and 
gay elected officials support the 
deal, despite the controversy. 

“The 49ers’ action means they

know the true meaning of ‘team 
spirit’ by including all families in 
their benefit and entitlement pro¬ 
grams, regardless of sexual orien¬ 
tation,” Migden said in a prepared 
statement. 

Some critics aren’t so sure, and 
see the domestic policy announce¬ 
ment as a ploy to woo gay and les¬ 
bian voters. One reporter at the 
press conference pointed out to 
Policy that “you’re doing nothing 
more than you are required by the 
city, you don’t have a choice, and 
you haven’t done it until two 
months before the election.

Two chances for public comments next week

T he Ninth U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals has upheld a 
lower court’s decision that 
former Mayor Frank Jordan acted 
appropriately by firing a member 
of the San Francisco FJuman 
Rights Commission in 1993 for 
making anti-gay remarks. 

The court ruled Thursday, 
April 3 that neither the First 
Amendment nor the Religious 
Freedom Restoration Act required 
San Francisco to tolerate commis¬ 
sion members who made public 
statements contrary to the com¬ 
mission’s purpose of trying to 
eliminate prejudice and discrimi¬ 
nation. 

Jordan fired the Rev. Eugene 
Lumpkin, pastor of Ebenezer 
Baptist Church, after Lumpkin 
said on a local television show he 
supported Biblical injunctions 
that called for executing homo¬ 
sexuals. Some weeks earlier the 
commissioner had said he be¬ 
lieved homosexuality was “an 


ance that his comments crossed 
the free speech line and advocated 
violence, making him unfit to 
serve. 

Lumpkin sued over his firing, 
saying his First Amendment 
rights had been violated. His legal 
battle initially received the sup¬ 
port of several prominent pastors, 
but he quickly lost the support of 
mainstream African-American 
religious leaders after he retained 
the right-wing Rutherford Insti¬ 
tute to represent him. 

In Thursday’s ruling, the court 
said Lumpkin’s statements were 
not simply hostile to the commis¬ 
sion’s charge, but were at war with 
it. 

In the opinion, Judge William 
Norris wrote, “When Rev. Lump¬ 
kin speaks as a private citizen, he 
has every right to preach that ho¬ 
mosexuality is a sin ...but the 
First Amendment does not assure 
him job security when he preach¬ 
es homophobia while serving as a 
city official.” 

Lumpkin’s attorney said he is 
considering a further appeal. ▼

U.S. court upholds 
Eugene Lumpkin firing 
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State clears gay man for 
SF Police Commission

A ruling by the state Alcohol 
and Beverage Control has 
cleared the way for the 
swearing-in of gay businessman 
Ed Petrillo to the San Francisco 
Police Commission. Petrillo was 
appointed March 27. 

A district director for the Al¬ 
cohol Beverage and Control au¬ 
thority had initially said the 
agency believed that Petrillo, 
owner of the Alta Plaza and 
Eleven, a popular South of Mar¬ 
ket restaurant, would be unable 
to accept the appointment be¬ 
cause a state regulation forbids 
“law enforcement” officers from 
owning liquor licenses in their 
local jurisdictions. 

“It’s an administrative rule 
from the California Code of Reg¬ 
ulations,” Mike Tyrell, district di¬ 
rector of the state agency, told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “It basically 
says that law enforcement offi¬ 
cers are not to hold licenses.” 

Following a review of state 
codes, however, the state decided 
that a police commissioner is not 
a police officer, clearing the way 
for Petrillo’s official swearing-in 
when Mayor Willie Brown gets 
back from China. 

Commission president Pat 
Norman said there has never 
been a question in her mind 
about whether members of the 
commission are cops or not. 

“We are civilians. We are the 
civilian oversight body for the 
police department,” she said. 

Norman said that although 
police commissioners carry 
badges of office, they are not 
trained or sworn peace officers, 
do not carry guns, and do not 
have police officers’ arrest pow¬ 
ers. 

“Only the power of a citizen 
to arrest, the same as you have,” 
she said. 

According to Tyrell, the initial 
concern was because commis¬ 
sioners have policy and discipli¬ 
nary powers over police officers 
and the chief of police. 

‘Some have problems’ 

The resolution blunts some 
political observers’ criticism that 
the appointment reflected a dis¬ 
organized, careless, or cynical 
mayoral administration. 

Such claims were unfounded, 
according to Brown spokesman 
P.J. Johnston. “There are hun¬ 
dreds of commissioners appoint¬ 
ed. Some are going to have prob¬ 
lems,” he said. 

According to Johnston, Brown 
believes that anyone he recom¬ 
mends or appoints to serve on a 
commission or hold appointive 
office “has to vet out” for them¬ 
selves and Brown whether there 
may be problems or conflicts of 
interest in connection with an 
appointment. 

Petrillo was out of town and 
unavailable to comment on the 
controversy. His attorney did not 
return a Bay Area Reporter call 
for comment on the matter. 

A member of the Film and 
Video Commission before his 
appointment to the Police Com¬ 
mission, Petrillo, 50, came to San 
Francisco in 1989. According to a 
news report published in the San 
Francisco Examiner , Petrillo, then 
treasurer of Yonkers Contracting 
of Yonkers, New York, was ac¬ 
quitted in a federal criminal 


price-fixing case in 1988. 

The $192 million annual fam¬ 
ily business paid $622,000 in a 
settlement agreement, and Petril¬ 
lo was barred from company op¬ 
erations by the New York State 
Department of Transportation 
for a year. A civil suit in the case 
brought by state and local mu¬ 
nicipalities against Petrillo’s 
company and others was later 
settled for an estimated $2 mil¬ 
lion. Petrillo’s interest in the firm 
was placed in a trust controlled 
by his brother. 

The state’s Fair Political Prac¬ 
tices Commission also investigat¬ 
ed Petrillo in 1995 over a $1,500 
cash contribution to Mayor 
Frank Jordan. 

The cash was allegedly given 
to Jordan’s wife, Wendy Paskin, 
despite regulations banning cam¬ 
paign contributions of more 
than $100. 

According to the San Francisco 
Examiner , Petrillo was not 
charged by the FPPC with wrong¬ 
doing. The FPPC declined to 
comment on the matter, saying it 
did not confirm or deny whether 
investigations were underway. 

And while Petrillo and Mayor 
Brown were unavailable for com¬ 
ment, Jeff Sheehey, president of 
the Harvey Milk Lesbian and Gay 
Democratic Club, said that he 
thought concerns over the ap¬ 
pointment were unfounded. 

“He’s a really good guy,” Shee¬ 
hey told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“And he’s a member of the Milk 
Club.” 


‘An asshole’ 

Petrillo was one of three ap¬ 
pointments by Brown to the 
Commission to replace Commis¬ 
sioners John Keker, Chloe 
Hewlett, and James Salinas, who 
all resigned in the aftermath of 
community outrage over their 
votes not to fire Mark Andaya, an 
officer who was suspended for 90 
days for his role in failing to seek 
medical treatment for Aaron 
Williams, a suspect who later 
died in custody after being ar¬ 
rested. 

Although the commission had 
earlier found that Andaya and 
other officers had not committed 
misconduct in their handling of 
Williams’s violent arrest, the 
commissioners are expected to 
terminate Andaya on new 
charges that he had lied on an 
employment application about 
the extent of previous miscon¬ 
duct charges while he was an 
Oakland Police officer. 

Norman was named commis¬ 
sion president after Keker re¬ 
signed, but she is the subject of 
an effort by police union officials 
to remove her from hearing any 
disciplinary matter against An¬ 
daya. 

The Police Officers Associa¬ 
tion alleged in court documents 
that in a meeting with POA offi¬ 
cials, Norman called Andaya “an 
asshole” and recommended that 
he be fired. 

A Superior Court Judge will 
rule on the POA motion shortly. ▼ 
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Tax forms and functions 


A We have arrived at the Ides of 
April. This Tuesday, in case you’d for¬ 
gotten, is Tax Day. 

April 15 always gets us thinking about all 
the things America spends it tax dollars on, 
particularly when we know it isn’t on us, 
and we have been told so unequivocally that 
we are not part of the American Family, 
Fabric, or Dream. We gays and lesbians will 
be sending off our checks to the IRS to keep 
this government running, but most of us 
will not be sharing in the returns, as our 
heterosexual friends and relatives will or 
can. We are infuriated by that unfairness, 
and somewhat sickened by the way right- 
wing legislators seem to enjoy adding insult 
to that injury. 

Ever since the possibility of gender-neu¬ 
tral marriage appeared on the political hori¬ 
zon, lawmakers in Washington and Sacra¬ 
mento (and elsewhere, of course) have been 
proudly flaunting their bigotry and justify¬ 
ing the systemic unfairness. If pressed, they 
may acknowledge that gay and lesbian peo¬ 
ple contribute to the treasury like everyone 
else, but even that awareness isn’t enough to 
change their belief that we don’t deserve the 
pensions and benefits that the treasury is 
there to underwrite.^A.nd that’s mean, in 
every sense of the word. 

Some enemies of the community dis¬ 
miss the foregoing argument as nothing 
more than an attempt by perverts to bleed 
the system, but those who make that claim 
are ignorant (or uncaring) of the poverty 
that affects so many American gay and les¬ 
bian people as they grow older. We can’t 
even guess at the numbers of gay men and 
women who have nursed their lovers to 
the end, and then have found themselves 
ejected from their homes; denied the basic 
help that is available to every heterosexu¬ 
al spouse - no matter how unhappy or 
dysfunctional; and eventually left devas¬ 
tated and destitute in Skid Row rat traps. 
Or, all too frequently, on the streets them¬ 
selves. 

That’s the injury. The insult comes from 
people like Clinton spokesperson Mike Mc- 
Curry, who has said White House opposi¬ 
tion to same-sex marriage is based on a 
need to “strengthen traditional families.” It 
isn’t bad enough that we are blamed for not 
being “traditional”; now we are expected to 
accept the blame for the inability of the av¬ 
erage family to live up to the mythic idea? 
Phooey. 


From taxation to representation, televi¬ 
sion-style: perhaps Ellen DeGeneris can ex¬ 
plain to the country how demoralizing it is 
to be rejected and discriminated against, 
simply because of sexuality. We hope so, 
anyway, and we hope the whole coming out 
process hasn’t just been a way to boost saggy 
ratings. DeGeneris has said she wait¬ 
ed to announce that she, and not 
just her eponymous character, is 
a gay woman because she didn’t . 
want to be a spokesperson for the 
community. That’s understand¬ 
able; she already has a full-time job. 
Nevertheless, she has the job now, 
whether she wanted it or not. 

It will be interesting to see 
what happens to the show, and 
to Ellen’s career outside of the 
show. None of the early signs 
point to mass displeasure on the part of 
Middle America, which is a good thing. 
Still, that will change someday, and Ellen 
will go the way of The Flip Wilson Show (re¬ 
member that?), and we hope its eventual 
cancellation won’t be taken as some sort of 
referendum on gay TV characters and ac¬ 
tors, any more than Flip’s flop after a few 
years on the top of the heap could be con¬ 
strued as a rejection of African-Americans. 

In the meantime, the advertising pull-out 
by longtime Ellen sponsors Johnson & John¬ 


son, General Motors, and Chrysler makes it 
very clear that those companies do not value 
gay dollars. The word we’ve been receiving on 
Chrysler over the past year or so has been con¬ 
sistently bad; this latest act of cowardice shows 
that it is not a friend in need or in deed, in¬ 
deed. But then, it isn’t the first time America 
has been shocked by a Chrysler bail-out. 

Finally, is it prescient or just 
Pollyannaish to say it looks like the 
White House will take the problem of 
AIDS a little more seriously in the fu¬ 
ture? Sandy Thurman is another in a 
line of unexpected successors that Bill 
k Clinton has named to the AIDS czar 
throne; and while she wasn’t 
one of the people activists had 
hoped to see named, it is at 
least encouraging to see that 
the AIDS Policy Office is being moved from 
its current locale - above a McDonalds 
hamburger joint - and into the Adminis¬ 
tration offices proper. From what we hear, 
activists aren’t exactly welling up with opti¬ 
mism at the moment, but we hope she’ll 
turn out to be a surprise. 

We’ve printed her first words on the job, 
in which she does actually talk about how 
homophobia increases AIDS, in the space 
below. They’re good words. We hope to see 
them followed by some good deeds. T 




A few words from the 
new AIDS Czar 


remarks by Sandy Thurman upon 
her appointment as director of the 
Office of National AIDS Policy 

P I xtraordinary recent advances in med¬ 
ical treatments have given us a reason 
HM for real, new hope to ending this 
plague. But as we all know, this is a crisis of 
monumental proportion, and it must be ad¬ 
dressed and will take all of our vigor and 
energy to make progress. The epidemic is 
not over, and we must not and will not rest 
until HIV is eradicated. * 

Today I would like to ask all of those liv¬ 
ing with HIV and with AIDS, the commu¬ 
nity of caregivers and care providers, AIDS 
activists, local and national AIDS organiza¬ 
tions, and all of the federal agencies to join 
with the president, the vice president, and 
with me in an even stronger partnership.' 
Only by working together we will have a 
chance to successfully meet the challenges 
that this very complicated epidemic pre¬ 
sents to us. 

The president has given me his personal 
commitment to leadership in the fight 
against AIDS. And in turn, I offer the com¬ 
munity my commitment to the efforts to 
develop vaccines, to find a cure, to stop the 
transmission of HIV, and to provide appro¬ 
priate services and care to people who are 


already infected. We will work to 
improve the level of services and 
housing for those most in need in 
our society, while assessing the im¬ 
plications of changes in so¬ 
cial programs like welfare 
and Medicaid. 

We will strive to sup¬ 
port culturally-appropri- 
ate services and prevention messages to 
communities of color, to women, and to 
young gay men, where this epidemic is 
moving the fastest. 

We will work to counteract the devastat¬ 
ing effects that homophobia and that 
racism continue to have on this epidemic. 

But as you all know, this is not work that 
is done in a vacuum by me or by those in 
Washington here. It is work done by the 
thousands of people that are dedicated and 
selfless in communities across the country 
who struggle day by day to make a difference 
in this epidemic. Our job here is to make cer¬ 
tain that they have the tools to do their good 
work. 

I am heartened that in that same spirit, 
the president has made a substantial effort 
to strengthen the Office of National AIDS 
Policy. We will be working to build an en¬ 
hanced staff with a broad range of skills, 
and we will enlist those who best under¬ 
stand medical and treatment issues, pre¬ 



vention and education, social 
programs, discrimination, and 
housing to share their expertise. 
We have the highest level of 
access to the administra¬ 
tion. This is another re¬ 
flection of the president’s 
and the vice president’s 
commitment to our na¬ 
tion’s war on HIV and AIDS. 

This is not an epidemic of a few. This is 
an epidemic of us all. Hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of Americans have already lost their 
lives to AIDS. It has stolen some of our 
brightest and most talented friends and 
loved ones in the prime of their lives. And 
beyond our borders, millions of people 
struggle against the odds to live long 
enough to reap the benefits of a cure. 

We are deeply aware of the responsibili¬ 
ty that this administration has to all Amer¬ 
icans who are living with HIV and AIDS 
and to those all around the world who turn 
to us for leadership and for hope. That is an 
awesome responsibility, which will demand 
that each of us work together in partnership 
to end this epidemic. 

I look forward to that partnership, and 
appreciate this opportunity to offer whatev¬ 
er help I can to the president, to the nation, 
and to all of you who are working so valiant¬ 
ly on the front lines of this epidemic. ▼

Intractable attitude 

[The following letter was sent to Mitch Katz, MD, 
San Francisco Department of Public Health AIDS Of¬ 
fice:] 

I am a local psychotherapist in the gay communi¬ 
ty. Recently, I attended several meetings where the 
DPH’s regulations regarding sex clubs were discussed. 

I am distressed over these regulations, especially the 
outlawing of private spaces in public clubs and the 
use of monitoring. From the discussions I heard, 
these regulations appear to be based on old-fashioned 
and largely discredited HIV prevention theory. I urge 
the DPH to reconsider these regulations in light of 
the substantial input you have received from club cus¬ 
tomers, owners, and HIV/AIDS educators, such as 
Wayne Blankenship of the SF AIDS Foundation, all 
of whom regard these regulations as representing a 
goal, “guaranteed safety,” that is impossible to achieve 
and impossible to implement effectively. Clearly, the 
gay community does not want to participate in the 
creation of a “community norm” in sex clubs where 
Big Brother is watching, and where gay, bisexuals, and 
transgenders are told by an outside authority what to 
do and how to do it. 

More significantly, I am concerned about the 
DPH’s intractable attitude regarding these regulations 
and the unwillingness of your office to hold DPH- 
sponsored public hearings. I urge the DPH to hold a 
public meeting with yourself, Sandra Hernandez, 
Mayor Brown, and the many other major players in 
this issue, such as sex club customers, sex club own¬ 
ers, and HIV prevention specialists. These people de¬ 
serve a chance to speak their peace directly to the real 
decision-makers behind these regulations. 

There is a tremendous opportunity here: to create 
a proactive, innovative set of directives for sex clubs 
that are based on the latest in HIV prevention theory 
and research, community input, and attention to the 
wide variety of gay men’s needs that interact in a sex¬ 
ual setting, such as increased self-efficacy, intimacy, 
and safety. As it stands, the current process of imple¬ 
menting these regulations smacks more of a political 
passing of the buck on a hot topic than up-to-date 
HIV prevention.

Creating divisions 

A column by Marie Harrison in the March 
11, 1997 issue of your newspaper [Bay 
| View] dealt with the combined football 
stadium and mall that are proposed for 
construction at Candlestick Point, which 
San Franciscans will have a chance to vote 
on this June. Ms. Harrison devoted 
seven paragraphs of her column to dis¬ 
cussing Supervisor Tom Ammiano and 
the fact that he has asked very probing 
questions about this proposal. 

In her very first paragraph discussing Supervisor 
Ammiano, Ms. Harrison writes: “I have it on good au¬ 
thority that Ammiano was overheard saying that he 
opposed the placing of a mall in the Bayview, because 

those ‘n-s’ will only steal everything.” Although 

Ms. Harrison follows that sentence by writing, “When 
I spoke with Ammiano, he told me that he never said 
such a thing,” the reader is left with only one possi¬ 
ble, indelible conclusion: that Supervisor Ammiano 
is a racist and that his denial of such is not to be given 
the same weight as the word of Ms. Harrison’s 
unidentified “good authority.” 

We are shocked at the recklessness of your paper 
making such a damning and unsubstantiated charge. 
More importantly, we wish to state for the record that 
Supervisor Ammiano has enjoyed very good relations 
with our organization, Lesbians and Gays of African 
Descent for Democratic Action. Overall, Supervisor 
Ammiano has shown an extraordinary interest in 
being supportive of the empowerment of people of 
color, especially within the lesbian/gay community. 
His staff hires and his board commission appoint¬ 
ments have been reflective of that interest, and we can 
say without hesitation that he has been a great friend 
to lesbians and gay men of color. By his words and 
deeds, Supervisor Ammiano has demonstrated that 
he understands the lack of power that comes both 
from economics and prejudice, and he has sought 
throughout his career to remedy that powerlessness. 

We note that Tom Ammiano was the first supervi¬ 
sor to announce his unqualified support for renaming 
Fillmore St. to honor Dr. Carlton Goodlett. Last year, 
while others expressed insensitive concerns about the 
board holding a special meeting in the Bayview Dis¬ 
trict, Sup. Ammiano immediately challenged such a 
negative view as representing an affront to the com¬ 
munity and assisted in ensuring that the board kept 
its promise to meet in the Bayview neighborhood. 

Your column had the effect of creating divisions 
where there are none and wounding someone who 
has been a champion by our side. We urge you in the 
strongest possible terms to recognize publicly that it 
was a mistake to throw out such a comment in such 
a charged way. The issues of race and the conse¬ 
quences of racism are far too important to be treated 
as mere fodder for someone’s private political agenda. 

For the record, our organization has not taken any 
position as of yet on the ballot measures dealing with 
the proposed stadium/mall. We will hear from repre¬ 
sentatives of both sides of the debate on this measure 
and will vote our endorsements in April. „

Keep Piazzoni murals 

It will be a sad day when the Gottardo Piazzoni 
murals are effectively destroyed. They were placed 
there as part of the structure of the San Francisco 
Public Library to match and complete the magnifi¬ 
cent library designed by George Kelham.

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Dianne dazzles 
Democratic conference

|1| lthough Senator Dianne 
Feinstein says she will take 
m a couple of more months 
before deciding about the 1998 
California gubernatorial race, if it 
were up to the nearly 2,000 dele¬ 
gates, activists - and yes, even the 
journalists - attending the annual 
state Democratic convention in 
Sacramento last weekend, the for¬ 
mer San Francisco mayor would 
be about to take the oath of office. 
While the potential candidates for 
governor frantically made the 
rounds of cocktail parties, cau¬ 
cuses, and dinners during the 
three-day gathering, the one can¬ 
didate everyone was watching was 
still playing it close to the vest. 

Feinstein was, however, clearly 
not discouraging possible support 
from those waiting for a response 
in the affirmative. While Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor Gray Davis, an 
announced candidate, re¬ 
ceived a polite but unen- 
thusiastic reception after 
addressing the delegates, 
state Controller Kath¬ 
leen Connell nearly 
cleared the hall while 
speaking (delegates 
chatted and ig¬ 
nored her 
somewhat 
rudely). For¬ 
mer Mon- 

terey-area Congressman and 
White House Chief of Staff Leon 
Panetta also attended, and was 
warmly received by a dinner 
crowd of about 500 on Friday 
evening. 

However, it was clearly Dianne 
Feinstein the Democratic dele¬ 
gates and activists were waiting to 
see. When the senior senator ar¬ 
rived at the convention around 
noon on Saturday, a large and 
vocal crowd of well-wishers 
cheered her at the curb as she 
emerged from a black Jeep Chero¬ 
kee. One Sacramento television 
reporter said the adoring throng 
yelling, “Run, Dianne, run,” re¬ 
minded him of fans mobbing “an 
aging rock star,” adding that those 
assembled “rushed toward Fein¬ 
stein in the hallways and parted 
like the Red Sea as she and a gag¬ 
gle of reporters, photographers 
and TV camera people fought 
their way toward a luncheon ball¬ 
room.” 

DiFi might have seemed coy 
with the inquisitive media, but 
she soon got down to business - 
and sounded very much like a 
candidate for governor when she 
made her speech to the delegates 
(she received two standing ova¬ 
tions). Feinstein mentioned her 
disappointment with the atmos¬ 
phere in Washington (a possible 
hint?), pointed to education as the 
most urgent need to assure the 
continuing success of the state’s 
economy, twice invoked the spirit 
of late Governor Edmund “Pat” 
Brown (one of her political he¬ 
roes), and declared that the press¬ 
ing challenges facing the state in¬ 
clude more jobs, housing, better 
highways, healthcare, environ¬ 
mental protection, and public 
safety. 

Without actually naming Gov¬ 
ernor Pete Wilson, Feinstein 
made it clear she was thinking of 
him and the state Republicans 
when she scolded them for seem¬ 
ingly being preoccupied with 
“who can we cut off and who can

we get rid of.” She drew applause 
when she declared that “Republi¬ 
cans no longer control the agenda 
of crime and public safety,” citing 
the 1994 crime bill and her own 
ban on assault 
weapons as being criti¬ 
cal to altering public 
perception about De¬ 
mocrats and the 
crime issue. “Democ¬ 
rats are articulating a 
strong message, and 
that message is 
that the major¬ 
ity of us have 
rights— to 
walk down the 
streets safely, to use our parks 
freely, to be able to send our kids 
to a school where the youngster 
next to them isn’t packing a .45,” 
she elaborated. 

Going back to one of her fa¬ 
vorite subjects - education - Fein¬ 
stein again brought the delegates 
to their feet when she declared 
that “education in this state is 
most critical. We risk leaving be¬ 
hind huge segments of our soci¬ 
ety when they remain uneducat¬ 
ed. We can’t let that happen. The 
No. 1 at-risk groups are those who 
don’t have the skills that are nec¬ 
essary: high school dropouts, wel¬ 
fare recipients, poorly educated 
high school graduates. 1 ’ The sena¬ 
tor again urged support for in¬ 
creased spending on education. 

At a press conference after her 
address, Senator Feinstein joked 
that she would reveal all “before it 
snows,” and those close to the 
popular politico say she’s close to 
making up her mind but also anx¬ 
ious to avoid yet another bruising 
primary campaign. Feinstein her¬ 
self has stated that she views the 
possible candidacy of multimil¬ 
lionaire Northwest Airlines exec¬ 
utive Alfred Checchi (who’s 
vowed to spend up to $25 million 
of his own money if he enters the 
race) as harmful to the party. 
“One of the problems, I think, for 
us Democrats,” DiFi opined, “is 
divisive primaries which eventu¬ 
ally jeopardize the effort in the 
fall. If you have somebody that 
comes from nowhere who has no 
record, but a lot of money.. .well, 
I’ve been through that before, and 
it can become very nasty.” 

Many observers attending the 
three-day convention felt that 
even Checchi would stay out of 
the race and defer to Feinstein if 
the senator eventually enters. 
Checchi’s reluctance to address 
the convention, though he was in¬ 
vited to do so, only added to that 
feeling. 

Leon Panetta reportedly told 
DiFi outright in Sacto over the 
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weekend that “if you run, I’m out, 
and I’ll work night and day to 
elect you.” Neither of them are 
very fond of Gray Davis. 

As we went to press, one long¬ 
time Feinstein supporter, thought 
to have the inside track on her 
plans, was telling this writer that 
the senator was “terribly thankful 
and highly impressed” with the 
reception she received over the 
weekend, adding that “from 
where I sit, it looks like a go for 
Dianne. She’s longing to get back 
home. I say she’s in by late June.” 

Politics and people 

Just as the Democrats face a 
potentially nasty primary race 
next year for governor, the Re¬ 
publicans are likely to have a bit¬ 
ter battle between state Treasurer 
Matt Fong and San Diego Mayor 
Susan Golding for the right to 
oppose Senator Barbara Boxer 
in the general election. Golding 
made her candidacy all but official 
last week, and Fong announced 
weeks ago. 

Political insiders will know 
what I mean when I say that San 
Mateo County supervisors clerk 
Rick Silver isn’t making too 
many friends among Democrats 
either in that county or San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

Meanwhile, my San Jose con¬ 
tact tells me that SJ Mayor Susan 
Hammer is all but set to an¬ 
nounce for lieutenant governor 
next year now that Phil An- 
gelides has switched his sights 
from that job to state treasurer. 

The death of poet icon Allen 
Ginsberg Saturday in NYC left 
his many friends in San Francisco 
deeply saddened by his passing. 
Though I didn’t know Ginsberg 
well, I first met him in New York 
City in the mid-60s. Ginsberg, al¬ 
ready a famous poet, dined with 
mutual friends and myself. Meet¬ 
ing him was an experience. I last 
saw him here about three years 
ago when I attended a reading of 
his in Marin. A proud homosexu¬ 
al, Allen Ginsberg, the voice of the 
Beat Generation and one of the 
great American voices of this cen¬ 
tury, was probably the poetic heir 
to Walt Whitman. Ginsberg, who 
was suffering from liver cancer, 
was reportedly surrounded by 
several close friends and former 
lovers at his East Village apart¬ 
ment when he apparently had a 
stroke and died. The author of 
such classics as “Howl!” and “Kad- 
dish” was 70. 

And finally, on a personal note, 
a belated (April 7) happy 65th to a 
very old and dear friend, Reba, of 
the *P.S. Lounge on beautiful Polk 
Street.

Higher level 

If there indeed is some “level 
above human,” there are a couple 
of things about it that should be 
readily inferred. First, evolution 
tends to keep what works and toss 
what doesn’t.

T he Saturday, April 5 episode 
of CBSs Dr. Quinn, Medi¬ 
cine Woman took a 19th 
Century look at bigotry towards

misunderstanding. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, CBS has already come under 
attack from at least one anti-gay 
hate group.

Ellen sponsors stand 
for intolerance 

Three corporations have de¬ 
cided not to sponsor the April 30 
episode of ABC’s Ellen in which 
the title character will come out of 
the closet. Chrysler, General Mo¬ 
tors, and Johnson & Johnson, 
three of Ellens major sponsors in 
the recent past, have all an¬ 
nounced that they will not place 
ads during the groundbreaking 
episode. A Chrysler spokeswoman 
said that “we’re not making a so¬ 
cial statement [about sexual ori¬ 
entation], But it’s not sound busi¬ 
ness for us to be involved with an 
episode that’s in such a highly po¬ 
larized and emotional environ¬ 
ment.” While the companies were 
targeted by anti-gay radical reli¬ 
gious groups, each stated that 
their decision was made prior to 
any threats by hate groups. 

Whatever the timing of the de¬ 
cision, by shying away from spon¬ 
sorship of this history-making 
episode of Ellen, these corpora¬ 
tions are making a statement 
against diversity. Additionally, 
they fan the flames of bigotry by 
appearing to kow-tow to the frac¬ 
tious agenda of anti-gay hate 
groups. Despite Chrysler’s claim 
that their actions do not make a 
“social statement,” their cowardice 
is a slap in the face to lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender Ameri¬ 
cans, and their family and friends. 
As the world watches this mo¬ 
mentous occasion, these compa¬ 


nies will be viewed as sitting on 
the sidelines, along with the fear¬ 
ful, ignorant, and small-minded.

In The Life under attack 

Wisconsin State Senator Scott 
Fitzgerald (R-Juneau) has called 
for Wisconsin Public Television to 
stop broadcasting In The Life, the 
acclaimed gay and lesbian bi¬ 
monthly newsmagazine series 
which airs nationally on over 90 
public television stations.

The sta¬ 
tion has stood up to Fitzgerald’s 
intolerance and continues to sup¬ 
port In The Life as quality pro¬ 
gramming.

Kenar face-to-face: 
hip or disgrace? 

A gender-bending advertise¬ 
ment for Kenar, a clothing com¬ 
pany with a longstanding com¬ 
mitment to the fight against 
AIDS, has created a flurry of de¬ 
bate among lesbian, gay, bisexual 
and transgender people. The print 
ad features supermodel Linda 
Evangelista wearing full makeup, 
hoop earrings and a negligee, kiss¬ 
ing what appears to be either a 
man or a very butch woman. On 
closer inspection, however, it is 
Evangelista morphed onto the 
body of a man wearing a tank top. 
The advertisement celebrates a 
fluid concept of gender as well as 
a playfulness towards sexual ori¬ 
entation. But on April 1, the ad 
was put into a potentially differ¬ 
ent context when it appeared as a 
full-page ad in the New York Times 
with the tag line: “April Fool’s.” 

Does the “April Fool’s” tag line 
change the positive content of the 
advertisement? Some GLAAD 


members feel that by calling the 
gender-bending a joke, Kenar im¬ 
plies that transgender or same- 
gender imagery is something 
laughable, and that by calling it a 
joke, the company has jeopar¬ 
dized an otherwise progressive ad 
campaign. Others members be¬ 
lieve that the value of the ad still 
has meaning even with the tag 
line, and that Kenar should be 
praised for blurring the lines of 
gender and sexuality. 

In the first step towards

County commission 
perverts arts funding 
process 

Mecklenburg County (North 
Carolina) commissioners striving 
to censor gay- and lesbian- 
themed art have voted 5-4 to cut 
all funding to the local Arts & Sci¬ 
ence Council, a quasi-public 
group that funds art projects. 
Prompted by a recent production 
of Angels in America in Charlotte 
as well as a scheduled production 
of Six Degrees of Separation, the 
commissioners claimed the April 
2 decision to defund the arts was 
meant to prevent viewers from 
being “exposed” to so-called “per¬ 
verted forms of sexuality.” The 
policy would mean that the com¬ 
missioners would consider each 
request for arts funding on a case- 
by-case basis. According to the 
resolution, money will be denied 
to all projects that “promote, ad¬ 
vocate, or endorse behaviors, 
lifestyles, and values that seek to 
undermine and deviate from the 
value and societal role of the tra¬ 
ditional American family.” Nearly 
700 people attended the meeting, 
speaking both for and against the 
move, which dissenting commis¬ 
sioner Parks Helms described as 
“the most terrible, terrible thing 
that has happened in this com¬ 
munity in many years.” 

Censoring free artistic expres¬ 
sion because of its gay and les¬ 
bian content is hardly a new con¬ 
cept, especially in light of Rep. 
Pete Hoekstra’s (R-Mich) recent 
attack on the National Endow¬ 
ment for the Arts based on les¬ 
bian- and woman-related film 
projects. By using taxpayer 
money paid by all citizens to 
fund only art which reflects the 
moral values of a handful of 
county commissioners, Mecklen¬ 
burg County does an injustice 
not only to lesbian-, gay-, bisexu¬ 
al- and transgender-themed 
work, but sets a precedent to 
clamp down on any art which 
does not suit the commission’s 
small-minded, high-handed 
views. To cite such world- 
renowned and standard works as 
Angels in America and Six Degrees 
of Separation as “perverted” re¬ 
veals how truly marginal and big¬ 
oted these politicians are.

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This week in gay history: The 
membership of the American Psy¬ 
chiatric Association votes to re¬ 
move homosexuality from its list 
of mental disorders April 8, 

1974. 

I n what was indisputably a key 
turning point in the struggle 
for gay and lesbian equality, the 
American Psychiatric Association 
experienced a tumultuous internal 
debate in late 1973 and early 1974, 
ending in the decision to remove 
homosexuality from the APA’s list 
of mental disorders. The episode, 
whose lasting impact on the public 
perceptions of gay people has been 
tremendous, was a political saga 
and a public spectacle. 

For early 1970s gays and les¬ 
bians, the “official” status of ho¬ 
mosexuality as an illness listed in 
the APA’s Diagnostic and Statisti¬ 
cal Manual of Mental Disorders 
was a pressing concern. The ad¬ 
jective “sick,” along with “sinful” 
and “criminal,” formed a triumvi¬ 
rate of labels that posed signifi¬ 
cant barriers to both gay self-es¬ 
teem and civil equality. 

As early as the 1960s, some gay 
men and lesbians were beginning 
to publicly reject the sickness label 
as insulting to a group of people 
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who mostly led happy, 
healthy lives tainted only by 
prejudice. In addition, the 
work of non-gay researchers 
like Evelyn Hooker, 

Alfred Kinsey, and 
Judd Marmor lent 
credibility to such 
claims. But starting in 1970, an or¬ 
chestrated campaign by gay and 
lesbian liberationists was the spark 
that convinced many psychiatrists 
to finally reevaluate homosexuali¬ 
ty’s official status. One of the first 
“zaps” against the psychiatric sta¬ 
tus quo took place at the 1970 APA 
convention, when a bearded man 
in a red dress grabbed the micro¬ 
phone from anti-gay psychiatrist 
Irving Bieber and shouted, “We’ve 
listened to you long enough; you 
listen to us. We’re fed up with 
being told we’re sick. You’re the 
ones who are sick. We’re gay and 



ty per se be deleted, but a 
category called “Sexual 
Orientation Disturbance” 
be retained, to cover those 
lesbians and gays 
who were unhappy 
in their orientation 
and wanted to 
change. Although many gay ac¬ 
tivists found the new category in¬ 
sulting, they made a tactical deci¬ 
sion to support the compromise, 
declare victory, and ignore the lin¬ 
gering diagnostic category. 

On December 15, 1973, the 
APA’s Board of Trustees unani¬ 
mously approved Spitzer’s com¬ 
promise, and went a step further 
by calling for the decriminaliza¬ 
tion of homosexuality and the 
passage of civil rights protections 
for gays and lesbians. It was an 
unprecedented endorsement of 
what gays had been asking for by

we’re proud.” Other gay libera¬ 
tionists adopted the chant, “Stop 
it! You’re making me sick!” 

The next year, demonstrations 
continued, with long-time gay ac¬ 
tivist Frank Kameny disrupting 
the event’s convocation by shout¬ 
ing, “Psychiatry is the enemy in¬ 
carnate!” into a microphone, and 
lesbian and gay activists protest¬ 
ing the inclusion of an aversion 
therapy booth in the convention 
hall. But in addition, the APA (in 
hopes of pre-empting pro-gay 
demonstrations) scheduled a 
panel at its conference entitled 
“Lifestyles of Non-Patient Homo¬ 
sexuals,” which gay activists soon 
began to refer to as “Lifestyles of 
Im-Patient Homosexuals.” For the 
first time, psychiatrists at their an¬ 
nual convention did not just talk 
about homosexuals - they lis¬ 
tened to them as well. 

At the 1972 convention, an¬ 
other panel was held, but this one 
included an unusual spectacle - a 
gay psychiatrist, wearing a wig 
and rubber mask, with a micro¬ 
phone rigged to disguise his voice. 
“Dr. Henry Anonymous” spoke to 
500 of his colleagues attending the 
session about his experiences in 
the closet, and observers were 
moved by his talk, however farci¬ 
cal the circumstances. 

By the 1973 convention in 
Honolulu, more and more psy¬ 
chiatrists publicly supported 
deleting homosexuality from the 
diagnostic manual, but significant 
opposition remained. The break¬ 
through came with a compromise 
proposed by a heterosexual psy¬ 
chiatrist named Robert Spitzer, 
who proposed that homosexuali- 


one of the very groups they had 
seen as their oppressors. Gays and 
lesbians had just begun to cele¬ 
brate their victory when a reversal 
seemed all too possible. Bieber 
and his fellow anti-gay colleague 
Dr. Charles Socarides (whose son 
Richard is now Bill Clinton’s top 
gay aide) invoked a procedural 
maneuver that would bring the 
diagnostic change before a vote of 
the APA’s 20,000 members. Before 
the mail-in vote, gay activists 
from the National Gay Task Force 
orchestrated and paid for a letter 
(whose gay funding was not 
noted) from all three candidates 
for the APA presidency, as well as 
other leading psychiatrists, to the 
entire APA membership, urging 
them to support the board’s posi¬ 
tion in order to avoid embarrass¬ 
ing their profession. 

The results were announced on 
April 8:58 percent of those voting 
supported the board’s decision, 
and 37 percent opposed it, while 
the rest abstained. It was a clear 
vindication of the idea that ho¬ 
mosexuality per se is not a mental 
illness - but at the same time, it 
meant that thousands of doctors 
still treated (as many still contin¬ 
ue to treat) gays and lesbians as in¬ 
herently sick individuals. T

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Gay kids of gay parents: 

Is it genetic?

I ’m a gay male who has been 
out for about six years,” a read¬ 
er wrote me recently, “but I 
also have a six-year-old son. His 
mother knows I am gay, but she 
will not allow him to spend the 
summers with me and my lover. 
The reason being that my lover 
and I will not sleep in separate 
bedrooms. She is afraid that it will 
influence him in some way. What 
do you recommend for us to help 
her through this?” 

The writer doesn’t say exactly 
what the mother is concerned 
about, but most likely it’s the pos¬ 
sibility that the boy will grow up 
gay. This raises an interesting 
question: are the children of gay 
or lesbian parents more than usu¬ 
ally likely to become gay or les¬ 
bian themselves - either because 
of the example set by their par¬ 
ents, or because they’ve inherited 
“gay genes?” 

Let me say right off: if the an¬ 
swer to this question turned out 
to be yes, I’d be the first to cele¬ 
brate. Go forth and multiply, be¬ 
cause the world needs more 
queers. But many people see it dif¬ 
ferently. In child custody and 
adoption cases, for example, gay 
or lesbian parents or 
would-be parents are 
often at a serious dis¬ 
advantage, in part because of 
the fear that the child will be 
influenced towards homosexu¬ 
ality themselves. So what are the 
facts of the matter? 

In a 1995 study 
from Northwestern 
University, researchers 
investigated the sexual 
orientation of 82 adult 
men whose biological fathers 
were gay or bisexual. It turned out 
that 91 percent of the sons were 
heterosexual, and nine percent 
were gay or bisexual. Thus, the 
main conclusion was that the 
great majority of the sons of gay 
men become heterosexual. That 
nine percent figure may be some¬ 
what higher than the general rate 
of homosexuality and bisexuality 
in the population - perhaps as a 
result of some genetic or role¬ 
modeling influence, or perhaps 
because the sons felt more-than- 
usually comfortable admitting to 
being gay - but this effect, if it ex¬ 
ists at all, is a small one. 

Among these 82 men, some 
had spent their entire childhood 
with their fathers, while others 
had had little contact with them. 
The researchers examined 
whether there was any relation¬ 
ship between how much contact a 
boy had with his gay father and 
the likelihood that he would be¬ 
come a gay man himself. They 
found that there was no such re¬ 
lationship. Thus, role-modeling 
by a gay father seems not to be a 
significant factor in determining 
a boy’s ultimate sexual orienta¬ 
tion. 

There have been several stud¬ 
ies of the daughters of lesbian or 
bisexual women. One study, by 
Angela Pattatucci and Dean 
Hamer of the National Cancer In¬ 
stitute, reported that about one 
third of these girls became lesbian 
or bisexual themselves - signifi¬ 
cantly higher than the compari¬ 
son group of women whose 
mothers were heterosexual. How¬ 
ever, this study was a small one 
and relied primarily on interviews 
with the mothers, rather than 


with the daughters. Other studies 
have come up with lower figures, 
although they have generally been 
compatible with the 
idea that there is 
a modestly in¬ 
creased rate of homosexu¬ 
ality among the daughters of les¬ 
bian and bisexual women. The 
studies do not make clear 
whether this apparently 
increased rate is due to 
“gay genes,” role-mod¬ 
eling, or to an in¬ 
creased openness on 
the part of the daugh¬ 
ters about their sexuality. 

Opposite-sex children (sons of 
lesbians, daughters of gay men) 
seem to have little increased like¬ 
lihood of becoming gay or lesbian 
themselves, although the numbers 
of children studied have generally 
been small. In the Pattatucci and 
Hamer study, for example, not 
one of the 12 sons of lesbian or bi¬ 
sexual mothers became gay or bi¬ 
sexual. 

All in all, the research studies 
suggest that having gay parents 


has little influence on a child’s ul¬ 
timate sexual orientation. In addi¬ 
tion, most studies have reported 
that these children are as well-ad¬ 
justed as other children. The worst 
thing they may have to put up 
with is a certain amount of teasing 
from their peers. Finally, these 
children tend to be less homopho¬ 
bic and more tolerant than other 
people. If they are gay themselves, 
they are more readily"accepting of 
their sexuality. Most of us would 
consider these as positive benefits 
of a gay upbringing. T

Ad¬ 
ditionally, Project Inform will be 
expanding its publications to in¬ 
clude WISE Words, a monthly 
newsletter emphasizing treatment 
issues of concern to women living 
with HIV. The newsletter is cur¬ 
rently being published by WISE. 

“We view this as an exciting 
opportunity to expand treatment 
services to women living with 
HIV,” said Martin Delaney, found¬ 
ing director at Project Inform. 
“Through Project Inform’s na¬ 
tional town meeting program, our 
national treatment information 
hotline, our widely accessed web 
site, and our extensive publica¬ 
tions program, we will immedi¬ 
ately increase the size of the audi¬ 
ence that WISE currently reaches. 

“Our existing database of 
HIV/AIDS treatment information 
will greatly expand the spectrum 
of information services available 
to these women,” Delaney added. 
Currently, WISE Words reach- 
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es about 2,000 women. Approxi¬ 
mately 30 percent of the 50,000 
calls received on Project Inform’s 
national HIV/AIDS treatment in¬ 
formation hotline are from 
women. Upwards of 25 percent of 
the 60,000 people receiving first¬ 
hand copies of Project Inform 
publications are women.

A dministrators at Dolores 
Street Community Services 
(DSCS) in San Francisco 
have announced that Steven 
Tyson has been hired as the pro¬ 
gram director of the Richard M.

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Is the state harassing Brian Carmichael? 

Condom purchase lands paroled 
prison activist back behind bars

G ay prison activist Brian 
Patrick Carmichael was ar¬ 
rested for buying three con¬ 
doms at a Garden Grove, Califor¬ 
nia adult bookstore March 22 and 
has been sent back to the state 
prison in Chino. According to au¬ 
thorities, simply going into the 
bookstore was a violation of spe¬ 
cial new parole conditions 
Carmichael signed - under 
duress, and pending appeal - 11 
days earlier. 

He has refused a six-month 
prison sentence, and is expected 
to have a parole hearing soon. 

While an inmate at the Vacav¬ 
ille prison several years ago, 
Carmichael, 33, fought for im¬ 
proved healthcare access for HIV¬ 
positive inmates. He now says that 
work has resulted in authorities 
looking for a payback. In a letter 
to the Bay Area Reporter, 
Carmichael accused California 
Department of Corrections 
(CDC) officials of harassment be¬ 
cause of his activist background. 
He said the new conditions - 19 
in all, added to the two he has had 
since he was released on parole 
earlier this year - make it nearly 
impossible for him to succeed on 
parole* although he had a job be¬ 
fore this latest incident and he has 
many supporters in the commu- 
nityi«M> .vetnutsg .nv.if £ of.mj 
If they are taken literally, for 
example, Carmichael could also 
be arrested for going into a chain 
drugstore to purchase condoms, 
since many stores sell alcohol and 
adult magazines. Among other 
prohibitions, the new conditions 
forbid Carmichael to possess 
liquor or erotica and to be near 
places where they are sold. 

According to a report done for 
the Board of Prison Terms (BPT), 
Carmichael’s two-minute con¬ 
dom run into the bookstore vio¬ 
lated two conditions: 

• “You are not to view, possess, 
or have access to videotapes, films, 
magazines, or photocopies de¬ 
picting any type of sexual activity 
or sexually-oriented material.” 

• “You are not to enter, travel 
past, or loiter near areas of sexual 
or pornographic activity such as 
adult bookstores, massage parlors,

topless bars, sex shops, etc.” 

A police officer, who had been 
apprised of the new catalogue of 
prohibitions, watched Carmichael 
enter the store and exit, and then 
arrested him. 

‘Evil ways' 

Carmichael’s current parole 
agent, Paul Fice, is a replacement 
for an agent currently out on 
stress leave; Carmichael wrote the 
B.A.R. the agent took the leave in 
part because of the way CDC su¬ 
pervisors have allegedly persecut¬ 
ed him. According to Fice’s report, 
Carmichael “must begin to spend 
all his time productively and give 
up his ‘evil ways.’” Asked to ex¬ 
plain what he meant by the phrase 
“evil ways,” Fice asked, “Did I say 
that?” and then refused to answer 
any questions about his report. 

“I don’t talk to the press,” he 
told the B.A.R. 

Carmichael’s good friend and 
supporter Angel Palmer told the 
B.A.R. that she has talked with 
Fice and explained what she 
thought was Carmichael’s reason¬ 
ing for going to the adult book¬ 
store. “When Brian needs con¬ 
doms, he doesn’t think to go to 
Savon [a local drug store chain]. 
His experience is so limited, it’s 
just an automatic reflex,” she said. 

“He told me, ‘Angel, that’s the 
only place I’ve ever bought 
them.’” 

Palmer said she hopes to have 
an attorney present at 
Carmichael’s parole hearing, as he 


continues to appeal to have his re¬ 
strictions lifted. She agrees with 
Carmichael’s assessment that the 
conditions virtually doom him to 
non-compliance and jail. For in¬ 
stance, parole officials have even 
forbidden him from watching 
television or movies that are 
“geared toward your criminal his¬ 
tory or your modus operandi.” 

In a letter to the B.A.R. from 
prison, Carmichael wrote, “How 
can CDC let prisoners watch vio¬ 
lent crime dramas on TV as 
dozens are now in the dayroom in 
this cellblock right now— and say 
I can’t watch the same show after 
I’m released from prison? 

“It’s crazy and frustrating and 
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painful.” 

Carmichael was last released 
from state prison in January. He 
had been held there for several 
months over bizarre allegations 
involving the drugging and gang- 
rape of a resident of a sober living 
program Carmichael managed. 
Carmichael had ordered the resi¬ 
dent to leave the facility over a vi¬ 
olation of house rules. The alleged 
victim later recanted his story. ▼

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Radical Women to give 
report from Cuba tonight 
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by Claudia Figueroa 

9% adical Women’s Seattle dele- 
' vf g ate Jordano Sardo will be in 
11 m San Francisco tonight 
(Thursday, April 10) to discuss 
U.S. involvement with Cuban citi¬ 
zens, despite the passage of the 
Helms-Burton Law that cut ties 
with Cuban trade this year. She will 
also discuss how her organization 
is developing plans for this sum¬ 
mer, with the help of the Federa¬ 
tion of Cuban Women, to send a 
Feminist Brigade committee to the 
island nation, to unite people of all 
races and sexual orientations. 

During the forum, Sardo plans 
to discuss more of the delegation’s 
trip and show the video The Un¬ 
conquered: Interviews by Radical 
Women with Cuban Women. Rad¬ 
ical Women (RW) hopes that by 
educating community members 
about current events in Cuba, 
they will encourage some San 
Franciscans to join the brigade to 
one of the last communist coun¬ 
tries in the world. 

Radical Women founding 
member Clara Fraser was a dele¬ 
gate of the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee, formed after the 1959 
Cuban Revolution as a last effect 
to maintain solidarity. Last Octo¬ 
ber the group met with the FMC 
in Cuba, hoping to strengthen 
their commonly shared political 
and humanitarian interests, and 
pledged to return. 

Sardo told the B.A.R. that a 
highlight of her tour was a visit to 
La Guinera, a community on the 
outskirts of Havana that has re¬ 
ceived international recognition 
for its construction projects, which 
assisted people by relocating them 
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to better living conditions. 

“This is a community where 
many lesbians and gays live,” she 
told the B.A.R., “and the women 
leaders of the community proud¬ 
ly pointed out photographs taken 
of drag shows that helped devel¬ 
op the community’s solidarity to 
work together to improve the liv¬ 
ing conditions. 

“These women emphasized to 
me that lesbians and gays were 
treated as equals, were thorough¬ 
ly integrated into the community, 
and were an important part of the 
building brigades that construct¬ 
ed huge apartment buildings.” 

When she spoke with a gay 
man in one of the villages she vis¬ 
ited, he told her that when the 
film Fresasy Chocolate (Strawber¬ 
ries and Chocolate ) and Gay Cuba 
were released, suddenly, it was 
fashionable to be gay. He told her 
that he thought the films were im¬ 
portant because they opened up 
the issue of homosexuality in 
Cuba. Sardo soon learned that 
most of the gays she met were 
very familiar with the films, and 
discovered that they have brought 
changes in attitudes toward les¬ 
bians and gays throughout their 
community. 

Queer in Cuba 

Sardo told the B.A.R. that her 
mission to Cuba was successful in 
terms of gaining a broader per¬ 
spective of how the Cuban gov¬ 
ernment responds to gays and les¬ 
bians. She said one thing she 
learned was that members of the 
Communist Party are not allowed 
to be open about their sexual ori¬ 
entation inside the party. Howev¬ 
er, there are signs that may be 
changing. 

She interviewed an Affo-Cuban 
lesbian who told her that “as a so¬ 
cialist, as a defender of the revolu¬ 
tion, and as a member of the party, 
she did not see why her sexuality - 
a key part of who she was - should 
be kept in the closet.” 

“We in RW believe that not

only is there no contradiction be¬ 
tween being gay and believing in 
socialism, but that lesbians and 
gays, along with women and peo¬ 
ple of color, have been on the 
front lines and have great revolu¬ 
tionary potential because of our 
experience with multiple oppres¬ 
sions,” Sardo responded. “There 
can be no true socialism without 
the full equality and democratic 
voice of lesbians and gays. 

“This makes the involvement 
of lesbians and gays in the inter¬ 
national Feminist Brigade really 
important.” 

She will also explain how to 
become involved with the move¬ 
ment, for those who are interest¬

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Therapy from the National 
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New ‘AIDS czar’ named

resident Bill Clinton named 
Sandra L. Thurman his 
1 third director of the Office 
of National AIDS Policy (ONAP) 
at a brief White House ceremony 
on Monday, April 7. “My door is 
open to her,” the president 
pledged of his new “AIDS czar.” 

Thurman is an Atlanta native 
who built AID Atlanta into a 
major AIDS services organization 
during her tenure as executive di¬ 
rector from 1988 to 1993. She has 
been a member of the Presidential 
Advisory Council on HIV/AIDS 
since its inception two years ago. 

Thurman has also been very 
active in Democratic politics. She 
took a leave of absence from her 
job in 1992 to run the crucial 
Georgia primary campaign for 
Clinton and worked on the 1996 
presidential campaign, at the De¬ 
mocratic National Convention, 
and on the inaugural committee. 

Bruce Reed, Assistant to the 
President for Domestic Policy, 
told the Advisory Council that ap¬ 
pointing Thurman “really was the 
president’s idea” Others con¬ 
firmed that White House liaison 
Richard Socarides had circulated 
several names among AIDS lead¬ 
ers as a possible ONAP director, 
but never Thurman’s. 

Reed said that “for the first 
time” the ONAP director will have 
an office “within the White House 
complex,” though that is likely to 
be for just Thurman and not her 
staff. Acting Director Eric Goosby 


will stay on as her deputy while 
also retaining his position at the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services. It is unclear 
whether staff and budget will in¬ 
crease. 

Reaction to the Thurman ap¬ 
pointment was generally, but not 
universally, favorable. 

Brian Bond is executive direc¬ 
tor of the Gay and Lesbian Victo¬ 
ry Fund and knows Thurman “ex¬ 
tremely well” from working with 
her on the 1996 reelection cam¬ 
paign. “I think she will be ex¬ 
tremely effective,” he said. “She 
understands the inner workings 
of the White House, she under¬ 
stands how those people think.” 

Human Rights Campaign ex¬ 
ecutive director Elizabeth Birch 
called Thurman “a solid choice” 
who “brings the right mix of lead¬ 
ership, political skills and com¬ 
mitment to the fight against HIV 
and AIDS.” 

Daniel Zingale, executive di¬ 
rector of the AIDS Action Coun¬ 
cil, saw the appointment as “an 
important step.” But he added, 
“Much more remains to be done,” 
and the appointment needs to be 
“followed by a significant invest¬ 
ment in staff and budget re¬ 
sources to wage our nation’s war 
against HIV.” 

Kerry Lobel, executive director 
of the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force (NGLTF), called on 
Thurman and the administration 
“to work with Congress to lift the 
ban on the use of federal funds for 
needle exchange programs, op¬ 
pose H.R. 1062 (the Coburn bill) 


that would require states to adopt 
mandatory HIV testing, and work 
for full funding for AIDS research, 
prevention, healthcare, and hous¬ 
ing initiatives.” 

‘Hack’ at POZ 

A negative review came from 
AIDS activist and POZ magazine 
publisher Sean Strub. “She’s a 
hack,” he said bluntly. 

Steve Michael, with ACT 
UP/Washington, criticized Thur¬ 
man as “the third in a series of in¬ 
effective, no-name bureaucrats 
filling the AIDS ‘czar’ position.” He 
said she was “ousted” from her po¬ 
sition with AID Atlanta over “in¬ 
creasing scrutiny over her clothing 
allowance and high salary.” 

That brought a tart denial from 
AID Atlanta. Board chair Ken Britt 
recounted how under Thurman’s 
tenure the organization and bud¬ 
get grew from 13 to 90 employees. 
Her salary rose from $35,000 to 
$68,000. “Although she was reim¬ 
bursed for a few expenses, Sandy 
had no travel budget, no car al¬ 
lowance, not even a budget for 
out-of-town meals.” 

Whispers and accusations be¬ 
hind the scenes are even sharper 
than what people will say on the 
record. Invectives of racism and 
sexism are hurled against those 
who have not embraced Goosby 
and Thurman. Some are afraid of 
her close ties to Title I cities, the 
CAEAR Coalition, and tainted 
AIDS lobbyist and fundraiser Tom 
Sheridan. The fissures between 
segments of the AIDS community 
seem to be getting worse. T 



Hernandez appointed to 
presidential commission

S an Francisco’s Health 
Director Dr. Sandra 
Hernandez was ap¬ 
pointed by President Clinton 
to serve on the President’s 
Advisory Commission on 
Consumer Protection and 
Quality in the Health Care 
Industry, it was announced 
on March 27. Hernandez 
told the B.A.R. that she is 
one of two openly lesbian 
women on the panel 

“There are a lot of good 
people on it ” Hernandez 
said, adding she’s one of two 
Californians and the only 
Bay Area representative on 
the advisory body. 

The 32-member commis¬ 
sion has been charged with 
developing a “Consumer Bill 
of Rights” to promote and as¬ 
sure patient protection and 
healthcare quality Hie adviso¬ 
ry commission has wide rep¬ 
resentation from consumers, business, labor, healthcare providers, 
insurers, and quality and financing experts. They come from all parts 
of the country and reflect America’s diverse population. 

Hernandez said the commission held its first meeting March 
26, and plans to meet monthly The commission’s goal is to advise 
the president on how unprecedented changes in the healthcare 
delivery system are affecting quality, consumer protection, and 
availability of needed services. 

“First, to give the Clinton administration feedback and sugges¬

lnterleukin- 16 , a possible 
new ally in the fight against HIV

O ne of the major challenges 
faced by scientists working 
on HIV is the restoration of 
a crippled immune system. Cur¬ 
rent antiretroviral therapies (in¬ 
cluding nucleoside analogues like 
AZT and protease inhibitors like 
crixivan) are effective in minimiz¬ 
ing the amount of viral particles 
present in the blood. In many 
people who use drug combina¬ 
tions including potent antivirals, 
viral load has been reduced to un¬ 
detectable levels. When unde¬ 
tectable viral load is achieved and 
sustained, many experience a 
modest to large increase in helper 
(CD4+) T-cell numbers. Howev¬ 
er, complete immune restoration 
- that is, the elevation of CD4+ T- 
cell numbers to “normal” levels - 
has not been achieved. 

One strategy used to boost T- 
cell numbers in HIV-positive pa¬ 
tients is treatment with the cy¬ 
tokine Interleukin-2 (IL-2). IL-2 
is a cytokine that makes T-cells 
grow and divide. Treatment with 
IL-2, however, has not provided 
the expected effects, resulting, on 
average, in only a modest increase 
in total T-cell numbers, together 
with a significant increase in viral 
load. Scientists have very recently 
begun examining another cy¬ 
tokine, IL-16, which may help 
boost T-cell levels when used in 
combination with IL-2. 

Cytokines are immune system 
hormones produced by white 
blood cells to communicate mes¬ 
sages to one another and are 
therefore becoming increasingly 
important areas of anti-HIV and 
immune restoration research. The 
immune system uses many cy¬ 
tokines to regulate immune re-

cials believe NEED is a success; 
only about ten percent of Berke¬ 
ley’s intravenous drug users (IDUs) 
have AIDS, compared with 20.5 
percent in Contra Costa County. 

“We have seen a decrease in 
people who have AIDS and who 
are injection drug users since 
NEED’S been in operation,” 
Rogers told the B.A.R. “We [the 
city] think funding services that 
support needle exchange are a 
good thing.” 

Reached after the meeting, 
Rogers said the state did not 
budge regarding the grant. 

“The state held firm not to 
fund needle exchange or ancillary 
services,” he said, adding he’ll be 
looking at various options. 

Lungren, Wilson ...again 

The $10,000 was designated to 
support NEED’S HIV reduction 
efforts by allowing the organiza¬ 
tion to rent space for storage, hold 
staff meetings and trainings, and 
provide community resources for 
clients. The money would not 
have been spent to purchase or 
distribute syringes. 

The grant is administered by 
the state and distributed by the 
city’s HIV Prevention Communi¬ 
ty Planning Committee 
(HPCPC). NEED was awarded 
the funds on March 22; state offi¬ 
cials blocked the agency from re¬ 
ceiving them a few days later. 

State officials instructed 


sponses. For example, some cy¬ 
tokines turn on the immune sys¬ 
tem during times of infection. 
Other cytokines shut down the 
immune response when the infec¬ 
tion ends. 

Scientific interest in IL-16 has 
arisen from the fact that some 
HIV-positive long term non-pro- 
gressors have large numbers of 
CD8+ cells (also known as killer 
T-cells). CD8+ cells are white 
blood cells responsible for killing 
some tumor (cancer) cells and for 
killing cells infected with viruses. 
In long term non-progressors, 
CD8 cells show responses against 
HIV-infected cells. CD8-I- cells 
also produce chemical factors that 
have anti-viral qualities. One of 
these factors is called CAF (CD8 
T-cell Anti-viral Factor), first de¬ 
scribed by Dr. J. A. Levy at UCSF 
as having the capacity to suppress 
HIV replication. Other factors 
produced by CD8+ T-cells in¬ 
clude other cytokine family mem¬ 
bers called chemokines, such as 
RANTES and MIP-1 alpha, impli¬ 
cated by Dr. R. Gallo from NIH as 
agents capable of blocking HIV 
infectivity. CD8+ T-cells also pro¬ 
duce another cytokine, inter¬ 
leukin-16 (IL-16). 

Prevents infection, 
replication 

IL-16 was first described in 
1982 by Dr. D. Center and Dr. W. 
Cruikshank of the Pulmonary 
Center at the Boston University 
School of Medicine. IL-16 attracts 
CD4+ T-cells to a location of tis¬ 
sue damage or infection. IL-16 
binds to the CD4 molecule, which 
is also used by HIV to gain entry 
into T-cells. In CD4+ T-cells, IL- 
16 treatment turns on the expres¬ 
sion of the receptor that binds IL- 
2. Without this receptor, T-cells 


Rogers not to distribute the HIV 
prevention funds to NEED. On 
orders originating from Governor 
Pete Wilson and Attorney Gener¬ 
al Dan Lungren, state Office of 
AIDS Chief Wayne Sauceda in¬ 
formed the Berkeley HPCPC that 
even though the funds were not 
for the purchase or distribution of 
syringes, the funds could not go to 
NEED because of the group’s his¬ 
tory of and association with sy¬ 
ringe exchange activities. 

“The governor has made it 
clear that state money can’t be 
used,” Rassmusson said, adding 
that the grant consisted of state 
money. 

Rogers said the city has an on¬ 
going state of emergency regard¬ 
ing needle exchange similar to the 
one in San Francisco. 

David Modersbach of NEED 
told the B.A.R. that state money 
was mixed with federal funds at 
least in part so that the NEED 
grant could be disallowed. 

“The CDC has stated that sy¬ 
ringe exchange is effective and 
necessary, the state of California 
HIV Prevention Plan and the City 
of Berkeley Prevention Commu¬ 
nity Plan specifically state the im¬ 
portance of expanded syringe-ex- 
change in reducing the spread of 
HIV,” Modersbach said. 

Rassmusson agreed the state’s 
HIV prevention plan does discuss 
the effectiveness of needle ex¬ 
change programs. There’s also a 
letter signed by all 54 people who 
developed the plan that states they 
understand not all prevention ac¬ 
tivities can be funded, he added. ▼ 


do not respond to IL-2 treatment. 

Because CD8+ T-cells pro¬ 
duce IL-16 and CAF, scientists 
have recently done experiments 
to find out if IL-16, too, has anti¬ 
viral properties. Dr. Michael Baier 
at the Paul-Ehrlich-Institut in 
Germany showed that, in white 
blood cells, IL-16 could re¬ 
press the replication of 
both HIV and Simian 
Immunodeficiency f 
Virus (SIV, which is a 
close relative of HIV 
but only infects mon¬ 
keys). By infecting human 
CD4+ T-cells with a 
laboratory strain of 
HIV, Dr. Baier 
showed that IL-16 
could greatly reduce 
the production of HIV viruses by 
the infected cells. Since IL-16 and 
HIV both use the CD4 molecule 
to enter T-cells, it was postulated 
that IL-16 inhibits HIV by simply 
blocking its attachment to the 
CD4 molecule. 

Other experiments by Dr. 
Joseph Maciaszek and his col¬ 
leagues at the University of Mass¬ 
achusetts Medical Center suggest 
that IL-16 also acts to prevent 
HIV replication in infected cells. 
They conducted experiments to 
show that treatment with IL-16 
represses HIV because IL-16 in¬ 
duces a signal inside the CD4+ T- 
cell that blocks the activation of 
HIV genes. In their experiments, 
these scientists engineered a “re¬ 
porter” gene connected to a piece 
of DNA from HIV that regulates 
HIV’s gene expression. The re¬ 


porter gene produces a harmless 
enzyme called CAT, which can be 
measured in the test tube. When 
this reporter gene connected to 
the piece of HIV’s DNA is put in¬ 
side CD4+ T-cells, scientists can 
follow HIV’s gene expression by 
looking at the production of CAT 
by the cells: more CAT means 
that the HIV gene expres¬ 
sion has been turned on. 
With this simple assay, 
Dr. Maciaszek and co¬ 
workers showed that 
IL-16 treatment pre¬ 
vented the production 
of CAT enzyme, show¬ 
ing that it inhibited 
the activation of 
HIV genes. This 
finding argues 
against the hypothesis that IL-16 
blocks HIV by simply inhibiting 
its attachment to CD4 and entry 
into the T-cell. 

The possibilities of the Maci¬ 
aszek finding are very promising 
because they suggest that IL-2 and 
IL-16, used together, could help 
increase the number of T-cells 
without increasing HIV viral 
load. This is exactly what Dr. 
Nereida Parada at the Boston 
University School of Medicine has 
shown. In February 1997, at the 
American Association of Immu¬ 
nologist meeting in San Francis¬ 
co, Dr. Parada presented data 
demonstrating that IL-16 togeth¬ 
er with IL-2 increases the number 
of CD4+ T-cells in a culture sys¬ 
tem, CD4+ T-cells obtained either 
from uninfected or HIV-infected 
individuals. This effect was only 


evident when the two cytokines 
acted together; neither IL-2 nor 
IL-16 alone increased the number 
of CD4+ T-cells in the culture. 
Moreover, treatment with IL-16 
could provide inhibitory signals 
inside the T-cell, possibly pre¬ 
venting an increase in viral load 
while IL-2 induces CD4+ T-cells 
to multiply. This hypothesis needs 
further testing. 

Important questions remain 
about the use of IL-16 by HIV¬ 
positive people. First, can the HIV 
inhibitory signals given by IL-16 
prevent the increase in viral load 
resulting from IL-2 treatment? 
(While more direct research is 
needed to answer this question, 
the data indicates that there is a 
good chance the answer is yes.) 
Second, which signal would dom¬ 
inate: the HIV inhibitory signal 
from IL-16 or the signal inducing 
HIV gene expression from IL-2? 
Finally, and most importantly, 
would we see an increase of CD4 
T-cells resulting from IL-2 and IL- 
16 treatment in humans, as has 
been seen in lab cultures? To the 
knowledge of this writer, these ex¬ 
periments have been done only in 
the laboratory setting and not in 
monkeys or humans. Tests to ex¬ 
amine the synergistic effect of IL- 
2 and IL-16 treatment in humans 
and further clinical studies are 
needed to address these issues. T

ay poet Allen Ginsberg, who 

I helped make San Francis- 
co’s North Beach the center 
of the literary Beat movement, 
died Saturday, April 5 at his New 
YorlTCity apartment. He was 70. 

Ginsberg’s doctor had an¬ 
nounced Thursday the poet was 
suffering from terminal liver can¬ 
cer, and gave him four months to 
a year to live. But Ginsberg’s 
health took a turn for the worse 
on Friday, when doctors said he 
suffered a stroke or another com¬ 
plication. 

Ginsberg, who suffered from a 
long-running battle against he¬ 
patitis C and cirrhosis of the liver, 
is said to have worked nearly to 


the end, writing his last poem on 
April 2. 

Beat writer Gregory Corso, 
novelist Kurt Vonnegut Jr., punk 
rocker Patti Smith, and ex-Velvet 
Undergrounder Lou Reed were 
among those who gathered for 
Ginsberg’s memorial service 
Monday at the Shambhala Medi¬ 
tation Center in New York. 

Reed, speaking at the service, 
said that without Ginsberg there 
would have been no rock group 
called the Velvet Underground, 
and recalled the poet banging a 
gong and ringing bells as the cult 
’60s group played its epic “Hero¬ 
in.” 

Ginsberg, On the Road author 
Jack Kerouac, and Naked Lunch 
writer William S. Burroughs 
emerged as the leading figures of 


the Beat movement that came out 
of the 1950s underground. They 
drew on bebop jazz, heroin, East¬ 
ern mysticism, and sexual libera¬ 
tion for inspiration. 

Ginsberg’s most famous work, 
Howl, was published in 1956, 
serving as the voice of the Beat 
generation. 

The poem’s drug-induced 
verse, including the famous open¬ 
ing line, “I saw the best minds of 
my generation destroyed by mad¬ 
ness,” harkened a new style in 
American poetry. 

Critics accused Howl of being 
obscene for its common language 
and blatantly gay overtones. The 
poem withstood several legal 
challenges against its publication, 
including in the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 


Bob Dylan, who has sung 
duets with Ginsberg, has called 
the poet “the greatest influence on 
the American poetic voice since 
Whitman.” 

Finding Che 'cute’ 

Ginsberg was born June 3, 
1926, in Newark, N.J. He graduat¬ 
ed in 1948 from Columbia Uni¬ 
versity in New York, where he met 
Kerouac and Burroughs. In 1955, 
Ginsberg quit his job at a New 
York advertising agency and 
moved to San Francisco, where he 
met bookstore owner, poet and 
publisher Lawrence Ferlinghetti, 
as well as Peter Orlovsky, who 
would become his lover in a rela¬ 
tionship lasting three decades. 

In the 1960s and 70s, the poet 
turned his interests to anti-war

M arvin Liebman, 73, died of 
heart disease in Washing¬ 
ton on March 31. He was 
best known to the gay communi¬ 
ty through his 1992 autobiogra¬ 
phy Coming Out Conservative and 
a subsequent column that ran in 
may gay newspapers. Above all 
else, he espoused principled com¬ 
mon sense. 

Liebman lived much of his life 
in the closet, coming out publicly 
only at the age of 67. His political 
journey was even more dramatic, 
starting as an activist with the 
Young Communist League, dis¬ 
charged from the Army during 
World War II for homosexuality, 
fighting with Irgun to establish 
the state of Israel. 

He was befriended by William 
F. Buckley in the 1950s, beginning 
his long service to conservative 
organizations and to the political 
campaigns of Barry Goldwater 
and Ronald Reagan. He pioneered 
many of the fundraising and di¬ 
rect mail techniques that have be¬ 
come standard practice in politi¬ 
cal and issue campaigns. 

Liebman lay his coming out in 



manner. He treated all people with 
respect, enjoyed talking with them, 
and valued their opinions whether 
he agreed with them or not. 

He inspired Fierce loyalty 
across a broad spectrum of views. 
A few years back, activists Michael 
Petrelis and Michaelangelo Signo- 
rile sat on the same couch in Mar¬ 
vin’s apartment with the very 
conservative Congressman Dana 
Rohrabacher (R-California). It 


was a birthday party for their 
host. He attracted a bevy of young 
men who valued his wisdom, his 
experience, and the way he dis¬ 
cussed things without condescen¬ 
sion. It was mentoring in the best 
sense of the word. 

Marvin Liebman’s life was 
filled with passion for causes, yet 
he never lost sight that under¬ 
neath the cause we are all human 
beings. He will be missed. T

politics, and traveled widely in the 
1980s. During the summers, he 
taught at the Naropa Institute in 
Boulder, Colo. 

Throughout his life, according 
to the New York Times, he was ex¬ 
pelled from at least two commu¬ 
nist countries: Czechoslovakia, 
after dissident students crowned 
him “King of the May,” and 
Cuba, after he called Che Gue¬ 
vara “cute.” 

Ginsberg spent the last decade 
of his life writing and teaching at 
the City University of New York’s 
Brooklyn College. 

Corso and other friends were 
at Ginsberg’s side when he died. 
Lucien Carr, whom author David 
Halberstam in his book The Fifties 
dubbed the father of the Beat 
Generation and the man who is 
credited with bringing Kerouac 
and Ginsberg together at Colum¬ 
bia University, also spoke with 
him and visited his bedside before 
he died. T

The designs of the five finalists 
will be subjected to review by the 
CCP’s cost estimator, to ensure 
they can be built within the desig¬ 
nated $5.5 million construction 
budget. 

At the April 19 event, the five 
finalists are expected to malce pre¬ 
sentations to the jury and the 
public, which will be invited to 
make comments and ask ques¬ 
tions of the architecture teams.

Next month the CCP will em¬ 
bark on a capital campaign to 
raise $2.5 million from corpora¬ 
tions, foundations, and individu¬ 
als.

pressed with this?” 

“I can’t tell you to be im¬ 
pressed,” Policy responded. “All I 
can tell you is what we have done, 
what we have planned on doing, 
how we have discussed this situa¬ 
tion, how we can become cog¬ 
nizant of the situation, and I think 
that there’s a symbolism connect¬ 
ed to this, and because the 49ers 
are respected in the world of pro¬ 
fessional sports, I think it sends a 
message out that can be a very 
positive message that it can be 
very helpful in making people 
more aware of this piece of legis¬ 
lation, of what the concept of do¬ 
mestic partners actually is.” 

Gay team members? 

When asked if the 49ers would 
have enacted such a policy if the 
stadium deal election were not 
only two months away.

“If there are :. .this .. .obvious¬ 
ly enhances their lifestyle, and if 
there aren’t today, and there very 
well may be, several, uh, gay and 
lesbian members of our staff, 
there may be tomorrow, and I 
think that we not oqjy have to 
view it from the perspective of the 
relevance that it has on today’s 
staff, it’s tomorrow’s staff.” 

When asked point-blank if any 
players had come to him and said 
they were gay, Policy said, “I 
wouldn’t answer that question. 
When players come and talk to 
me, we have an understanding 
that we’re talking one-on-one, 
and there’s a sense of confiden¬ 
tially. If a player comes and tells 
me that he’s happily married and 
it’s the most wonderful thing that 
ever happened to him, that stays 
with the two of us.” 

When asked if other profes¬ 
sional football teams might also 
adopt domestic partnership poli¬ 
cies with their employees and 
players, Policy was enthusiastic. 
“With this type of step, with this 
kind of a pronouncement, that’s 
relevant to their community, 
they’re going to do it.”

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Filmmaker Arthur Dong 

WANTS you TO BE UNCOMFORTABLE 


by Wayne Hoffman 

D espite winning prizes and international accolades, director Arthur Dong seems espe¬ 
cially pleased that people are walking out on his new film. 

Licensed to Kill, Dong’s haunting documentary about men who murder homosexu¬ 
als, won the Best Documentary Director Award and the Filmmakers’ Trophy Award at 
the Sundance Film Festival earlier this year. At the Berlin International Film Festival 
this spring, the film provoked particularly long and heated discussions after its screening. 
However, Dong claims that a greater measure of his film’s success is that several viewers in 
Berlin left during the movie. They apologized to Dong afterward, explaining that the film was 
simply too disturbing. The filmmaker takes this as proof of the work’s power. 

“Not that I want my whole audience to leave in the middle,” he says. “I want the audi¬ 
ence to stay and get a three-dimensional picture of what these men’s lives are all 
about. But I did want the film to be so intense that they would feel uncomfortable 
and perhaps want to.legve.” 

That slow-burning, pit-of-the-stomach intensity is something Dong 
spent years cultivating. While the film took less than two years to 

produce, its roots stretch back decades. Dong’s interest in ex¬ 
ploring the intersection of sex and violence even predates 
his first film, from 1970. ( Public, Dong’s animated 
five-minute debut, also brought his first award, 
from the California High School Film Festival.) 
“Since my early teenage years. I’ve been 
curious about sex, violence and social 
mores, how one affects the other and 
how our society dictates how we behave 
sometimes,” he says. “It’s partly be¬ 


cause of my sexual orientation, and 
because I’ve been brought up to know 
that gay people’s lives often end up in 
violence.” 

Dong had his own brush with vio¬ 
lence 20 years ago in San Francisco, 
when he narrowly escaped an attack by 
gay-bashers. But at that point, Dong 
couldn’t commit his experiences to film. 
He says he needed more time to “grow up,” 
as both a man and a-filmmaker, before he 
could tackle the subject adequately. 

Right angle 

Dong started a film on anti-gay attacks in 
1982, but he couldn’t find the right approach. 
He considered following community and anti¬ 
violence patrols, but it didn’t click. He considered 
telling victims’ stories, but saw that others were al¬ 
ready covering this ground. He put the idea on 
hold and focused on other projects: a series of

hances are, when you think 

^ of early Hollywood, you do 

not think of Frances Mari¬ 
on. The history of American 
movies is sadly mired in a tired 
litany of familiar names: Chaplin, 
Pickford, Valentino, Griffith, Sen- 
nett, Gish. Marion belongs among 
them, for without her, entire ca¬ 
reers fundamental to motion pic¬ 
tures would be unrecognizable 
and unimaginable. 

Cari Beauchamp, who wrote 
the well-received Cannes Film 
Festival history Hollywood on the 
Riviera, has exhumed the life of 
this neglected giant of the movies. 
The results are an affectionate and 
exceptionally well-researched new 
biography, Without Lying Down: 
Frances Marion and the Powerful 
Women of Early Hollywood. 

The brilliant and prolific 
screenwriter was born into a pa¬ 
trician San Francisco family in 
1888. She showed a restless and 
creative intellect early, dabbling in 
drawing, acting, modeling and 
journalism, while failing at two 
misbegotten marriages. 

In 1915, Marion began writing 
scenarios for Paramount and its 
young star, Mary Pickford. She 
landed a financially rewarding po¬ 
sition at World Pictures, where 
she cranked out 16 five- and six- 
reel scenarios in 1916 alone. 
Among them were The Foundling 
with Pickford, and Then ITl Come 
Back to You, La Vie de Boheme, 
and Tangled Fates with the de¬ 
lightful Alice Brady. She penned 
Tillie Wakes Up for her close 
friend Marie Dressier, the expan¬ 
sive comedienne she met when 
she was a cub reporter with the 
San Francisco Examiner. 

Life on Cloud Nine 

During World War I, Marion 
was one of the first female war 
correspondents to report on actu¬ 
al battles in Europe. After the war, 
her career and private life zoomed 
onto Cloud Nine. She wrote Poor 
Little Rich Girl for Pickford, which 
they both hated until it became a 
runaway hit. That followed nearly 
a dozen other stories for Pickford 
which defined her to the public 
and ensured her place in Holly¬ 
wood history. Other leading stars 
of silent films benefited from 
Marion’s golden pen, including 
Norma Talmadge, Marion Davies, 
Richard Barthelmess, Eleanor 
Boardman, Mae Murray, Lewis 
Stone, Ronald Colman, Bessie 
Love, Blanche Sweet, and Lionel 
Barrymore. 

Marion authored Son of the 
Sheik for Rudolph Valentino in 
1926. As a great admirer of male 
pulchritude, she created stories 
for her hunky third husband, Fred 
Thomson, who moved from 
world-class athlete to major mati¬ 
nee idol under her guidance. They 
were among the richest couples in 
Hollywood and entertained royal¬ 
ly at their Enchanted Hill, a 17- 
acre Beverly Hills estate. 

Marion made the leap from 
silent screen scenarist to talkie di¬ 
alogue and screenwriter with ease. 
When sound swept the industry 
in the late 1920s, she settled into 
the infant Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
studio, where she wrote or adapt¬ 
ed hits for Norma Shearer ( Their

Own Desire and Let Us Be Gay), 
Greta Garbo ( Anna Christie and 
Camille), Wallace Beery {The Big 
House and The Champ), and most 
everyone on the lot in the 
star-heavy Dinner at Eight. She 
rescued her old friend Dressier 
from the trash heap of vaudeville 
oblivion and wrote scripts {Min 
and Bill and Emma) that trans¬ 
formed the sexagenarian into the 
world’s leading box-office draw. A 
final tally shows Marion with al¬ 
most 150 scenarios. 

Abundant humor 

Without Lying Down is buoyed 
by extensive research and abun¬ 
dant humor. Beauchamp had un¬ 
precedented access to the MGM 
contract files locked away at Ted 
Turner’s corporate headquarters 
in Atlanta. With the blessing of 
Marion’s family, Beauchamp 
quotes extensively from Marion’s 
endlessly readable if not overly re¬ 
vealing unpublished memoirs. 
There is a most enjoyable re¬ 
counting of MGM chief Louis B. 
Mayer’s conviction that a pro¬ 
posed cartoon mouse named 
Mickey is a dreadful idea since 
women have a phobia against the 
little critters. 

As for Marion’s levity, 
Beauchamp reports that she used 
her two screenwriting Oscars for 
a doorstop and a nutcracker. And 
Beauchamp can’t resist including 
a little throwaway poem Marion 
wrote on the devastation of old 
age. It begins, “Accept the fact, and 
try to be callous. It’s healthier to 
forget the phallus...” 

Beauchamp focuses on Mari¬ 
on as a female excelling in a male- 
run industry. She is remembered 
by many as a deeply loyal profes¬ 
sional who enjoyed nothing more 
than writing stories for her clos¬ 
est actress friends. She and other 
writers such as Anita Loos and 
Adela Rogers St. John formed a 
remarkably powerful sorority. 

Irving Thalberg, MGM’s “boy 
wonder” head of production, 
adored Marion and conspired to 
give her authority at the studio far

beyond her titled position. She 
and Mayer disliked each other, but 
he couldn’t deny her exceptional 
track record and the profitability 
of her movies. The overall im¬ 
pression from this bio is of a time 
when women writers in Holly¬ 
wood enjoyed more freedom and 
respect than they do today. 

Marion felt a new chill at the 
studio in the early 1940s when 
war was simmering and sex roles 
grew more rigid. With her pro¬ 
ductivity dropping sharply, she 
left in 1946. The mother of two 
sons, she went on to sculpt, and 
write novels {Molly, Bless Her) and 
an autobiography {Off With Their 
Heads!) before her death in 1973. 

Without Lying Down does not 
examine Marion’s oeuvre for its 
artistic merit or impact on later 
films. It could be argued that her 
adaptations of other people’s 
work are superior to her original 
scripts and that she was all too 
comfortable with sentimentality. 
The point of Beauchamp’s book is 
not Marion’s lasting worth as a 
writer but rather her pivotal and 
nearly forgotten place in Holly^ 
wood history. On that account, 
Beauchamp scores a knockout. 
Marion’s protean contributions to 
the American film industry have 
finally been warmly and thor¬ 
oughly recognized. ▼

Time tripper 

Poet and novelist Alfred Corn

P ublishing three books with¬ 
in one month is a pretty re¬ 
markable feat, but then Al¬ 
fred Corn is no ordinary man. 
Corn’s reputation as one of our 
finest contemporary poets is well- 
established. His poetry has been 
widely published, receiving criti¬ 
cal acclaim from such modern 
masters as James Merrill and Eliz¬ 
abeth Bishop. 

His seventh book of poetry, 
Present, will be published this 
month by Counterpoint. In these 
musical, passionate, reflective 
verses, Corn uses autobiographi¬ 
cal themes of the past to explore 
the present. Two of the poems, “A 
Marriage in the Nineties” and “In¬ 
sertion Arias,” relate his daily life 
in New York City with his partner 
of seven years, Chris Corwin. 

Corn has been honored with 
fellowships from the Guggenheim 
Foundation, the Academy of 
American Poets, and the National 
Endowment for the Arts. He 
teaches in the Graduate Writing 
Division of Columbia University. 
Storyline Press will publish his 
textbook, The Poem's Heartbeat: A 
Manual of Prosody, in April. 

Now, Mr. Corn has turned his 
considerable talents to fiction. His 
novel, Part of His Story, will also 
be published this spring. The fol¬ 
lowing interview took place over 
a steaming cup of tea on a cold 
January day in Corn’s Chelsea 
apartment. His quick-witted re¬ 
sponses were an electric mix of 
intellect and introspection tem¬ 
pered with a soft-spoken charm 
that bespeaks his South Georgia 
roots. 

Your seventh volume of poetry. 
Present, is being published by 
Counterpoint. There is such an 
immediate here-and-now quality 
to the title. What is it about? 

Well, the word present can mean 
several things, can’t it? It can be an 
adjective meaning something that 
is here. It can be a noun meaning 
something that is given to some¬ 
one else. You could read it as a 
verb, to present as in introducing 
someone. 

What do you mean? Or is it all of 
the above? 

I wanted to allow for several pos¬ 
sible responses. Obviously, time is 
divided into three parts, the past, 
present, and the future. I guess I 
have lost interest in writing a lit¬ 
erature for the future because I 
think we really don’t know what 
the future is going to be. It also 
seems futile to keep repeating the 
achievements of the past. So, for 
me, the only reasonable project 
was to write something for the 
present. The present is the only 
time we live in. 

Writing of your childhood, you 
said that one day your English 
teacher asked the class which 
genre they preferred, poetry or 
prose. You were the only one who 
raised his hand for poetry.Why 
poetry? 

I guess because I have always been 
“wrong-way Corrigan.” I always 
go against the grain. I do the op¬ 
posite of what everybody else 
does. Sometimes I think it has to 
do with my sexual orientation. 
Just as the majority of the chil-

dren in the class presumably were 
straight, I presumably was the 
only gay one. The singularity and 
strangeness of the poetry are, by 
some nonlogical association in 
my mind, connected to the singu¬ 
larity of being gay. 

It appeals to your sense of differ¬ 
ence? 

Yeah, I think so. 

You have written about yourself 
that "There is no doubt that as I 
was writing my poetry, it was 
writing me into my present identi¬ 
ty." Tell me about that. 

In order to write poetry you have 
to read poetry. I believe that read¬ 
ing changes us. I don’t mean that 
we experience complete conver¬ 
sions and become unrecognizable 
the minute we finish a book. But, 
nevertheless, the process of read¬ 
ing changes you. As I read more 
and more, I became different 
from the person who began to 
read. Also, poetry — the arts in 
general — are avenues to the un¬ 
conscious. We don’t have to be 
Freudians to believe that the un¬ 
conscious directs quite a bit of 
our lives. In practicing an art you 
become more a friend of the un¬ 
conscious. It becomes close and 
more available to you. It’s really a 
process of self-discovery that goes 
against the purely social identity 
that is imposed from the outside. 
Growing up Christian and het¬ 
erosexual in a fairly small South¬ 
ern town, my identity was at odds 
with some of those social deter¬ 
minants, and writing helped me 
discover that. 

After publishing seven volumes of 
poetry, you turned to fiction. 

Why? 

When I was young, I read nearly 
as much fiction as poetry. I always 


loved novels and short stories. 
Certainly my ambitions, which I 
kept largely secret from other 
people, included writing fiction as 
well as poetry. When I was in col¬ 
lege, I wrote more fiction than po¬ 
etry. In fact, a story or two got 
published in student magazines. 
In the fall of 1966,1 met Edmund 
White, and he had written a novel 
which had not yet been published. 
We became friendly. I expressed 
my own wish to write fiction and 
he encouraged me. So, we began 
reading our fiction to each other. 
It took him another seven or eight 
years before he published his first 
novel. I produced a novel, but it 
wasn’t deemed publishable by 
anyone I trusted. I wrote another, 
which I finished around 1976, but 
didn’t get very far with. By then I 
had published my first book of 
poetry. I liked writing poetry, but 
in the back of my mind was the 
idea that I would eventually re¬ 
turn to fiction. I didn’t do it until 
ten years after, when I went to 
London on a Guggenheim Fel¬ 
lowship. I felt I had the time to 
take up a larger project, so I began 
taking notes for a novel. I went to 
London again the following au¬ 
tumn and finished a first draft. 

You once wrote that your friend 
Edmund White was the first per¬ 
son of intellect you'd met whom 
you could not best in an argu¬ 
ment. 

He is a wonderful debater. He 
knows a lot and is very quick-wit¬ 
ted. He is able to state his opin¬ 
ions clearly, forcefully, and with 
humor. Sometimes you feel he is 
talking circles around you. We 
never debated on paper but in a 
friendly fashion, face to face. 

You list Flannery O'Connor as an 
influence on your writing. She 
once said that the best fiction was 
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Learning the language 

Aaron Shurin on a book written by AIDS

P oet/teacher/essayist Aaron 
Shurin is in many ways re¬ 
markably like his new book, 
Unbound: A Book of AIDS (Sun & 
Moon Press, $19.95). That is to 
say: slim, elegant, accessible. Sit¬ 
ting in the living room of his Oak 
Street apartment, the USF and 
SFSU creative writing instructor, 
who turns 50 in June, talks ani¬ 
matedly about his classes and his 
students and the changes he’s wit¬ 
nessed in San Francisco since 
coming here in 1974. Our conver¬ 
sation turns more serious as we 
start talking about his latest work 
- a collection of essays, poetry and 
tales on AIDS written between 
1988 and 1996 - and, inevitably, 
life during the plague years. 

Patrick D. Hoctel: The subtitle of 
Unbound is A Book of AIDS 
rather than, say, A Book About 
AIDS. Why the slightly awkward 
preposition? 

Aaron Shurin: It was deliberate. I 
had actually had several versions 
of the subtitle, as the title went 
through several versions until I 
found what I wanted. A Book of 
AIDS indicates to me that it’s not 
a discursive take around AIDS, 
but the information and the writ¬ 
ing come out of the experience of 
AIDS. In some way, as one of the 
pieces discusses, it’s written by 
AIDS. In some way, it’s written by 
other people’s experience of 
AIDS. So I felt like it [the subtitle] 
indicates a communality of expe¬ 
rience rather than a personal take, 
and for me in finding the style of 
this book, that’s one of the hall¬ 
marks of the prose. 

AIDS is often depicted here as a 
shark fin, an image that is at 
once alarming, slightly comic and 
somehow very apt. How do you 
explain it as a plague metaphor? 


I’m not sure I ever saw the comic 
nature in it. 

I was thinking of Jaws... 

And I do play off that a bit. You 
know each piece arises out of a 
different period of the epidemic, 
and sometimes we forget where 
we were at a given point in the un¬ 
folding of the epidemic, how 
much we knew, how much we 
didn’t know, what particular qual¬ 
ity of fear we were experiencing. I 
know at that point when the shark 
metaphor first appeared [in 
“Notes From Under” (1988)], I 
was really aware of how much in 
the gay community we were satu¬ 
rated, at sea, as it were, underwater 
in the epidemic - and how little 
people outside of the experience 
really saw of it. In the same way, 
the shark fin is just barely seen 
above the water by those on the 
shore, but it’s experienced entirely 
differently by those in the water or 
underwater - where the jaws are. 

I was struck by your statement: 
"Writing about AIDS was weight¬ 
ed toward witness." Do you think 
of yourself as strictly a witness to 
the epidemic, a scribe, or really 
more of an interpreter of what 
you've taken in? 

I would say both. The key to that 
is my HIV-negative status. I want 
to honor that experience and rec¬ 
ognize its authenticity at the same 
time as I honor people who have 
HIV or have AIDS or had AIDS - 
and honor the differences and the 
authenticity of their experience. 

Part of what I saw that I need¬ 
ed to do in this book was in some 
measure speak for my friends, and 
that wasn’t a position I was used 
to inhabiting in the kind of poet¬ 
ry I had been writing - and it’s 
part of the search for the form 
that the book attends. So the wit¬ 
ness part meant for me that I had 


to pay attention in a particular 
way and deal with facts in a par¬ 
ticular way, because to some large 
degree, the experience I was talk¬ 
ing about was somebody else’s. So 
that witnessing aspect demanded 
this nonfiction prose. 

However, it would be wrong to 
characterize my sense of my rela¬ 
tionship to the epidemic as one 
only of witness. As we were just 
discussing, the unfolding nature 
of knowledge around AIDS...for 
a good seven or eight years, I felt 
like I was in the middle of the epi¬ 
demic. Not separate. We forget 
how many years there were before 
tests became prevalent... 

...And when we were being urged 
not to take them. 

That’s right. We lived all together 
and in a kind of mutual fear as a 
community for a very long time, 
and I wouldn’t characterize that 
experience as witness. Nor would 
I characterize one’s experience of 
loss, whether HIV negative or 
positive, as witnessing. The expe¬ 
rience of the loss of my friends, of 
the diminishment of history al¬ 
most, the devastation and re¬ 
building of the community - 
those aren’t witnessing experi¬ 
ences; they’re participatory ones. 

"Some Haunting" details a phe¬ 
nomenon that I - and many peo¬ 
ple I know - have experienced, 
namely the sighting - you call 
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Maybe you are looking in the wrong place.

Green, who just finished a tour 
of Joseph and the Amazing Techni¬ 
color Dreamcoat, is perhaps best 
known for his television work, 
which includes stints on several 
soaps — sorry, daytime dramas.

I grew up the son of a 
preacher man in Tennessee, over¬ 
weight with buck teeth and a stut¬ 
ter. Now I make a living sharing 
my heart. You just never ever 
know.” 

Lessack has also produced an 
eponymous CD, and like Green’s, 
it begins with Johnny Mercer and 
Harold Arlen’s “Out of This 
World.” Hello, didn’t they call 
each other first? Lessack, Green, 
and Boswell are at the Plush 
Room through April 19.

Speaking of CDs ... 

A couple recent releases bear 
mentioning. Bernadette Peters, 

the preferred diva of the Sond¬ 
heim crowd, has finally recorded 
something that showcases her 
dazzling talent. Sondheim, etc.: 
Bernadette Peters Live at Carnegie 
Hall was recorded by 
Angel Records last De¬ 
cember as a benefit for 
Gay Men’s Health Cri¬ 
sis. Anyone who has 
seen Peters live knows 
that she is a force of na¬ 
ture, an artist whose 
kewpie doll face belies 
an instrument of 
tremendous emo¬ 
tional range and 
power. She’s never 
better than when 
doing Sondheim, and her versions 
here of “Being Alive,” “Not a Day 
Goes By,” and “Happiness,” are 
nothing short of brilliant. 

On an instrumental note, 
Varese Sarabande has released 
Chicago and All That Jazz, the lat¬ 
est in its musical theatre/jazz line. 
Like the label’s Sondheim In Jazz 
series, which included Company, 
Sweeney Todd, Passion, and A 
Funny Thing Happened, the Chica¬ 
go set features a crack band, name¬ 
ly the seven-member Brad Ellis 
Little Big Band, which brings a 
swinging Dixieland sound to 
Kander and Ebb’s sparkling 
score.

2nd Street Moon’s produc- 
t tion of Irving Berlin’s Face 
If the Music is a complete de¬ 
light. Dusting off creaky old 
shows that, even in their prime, 
may not have been the world’s 
greatest, is what this company 
does best. 

Berlin’s score is pleasant but 
not memorable, though “Torch 
Song,” sung by a streetwalker, is an 
exception. It’s Moss Hart’s book 
that ignites this show. Not that 
there’s much of a plot, because 
there really isn’t: it’s 1932 and 
dirty cops are basically running 
Manhattan along with the mob. 
The boys need to lose some cash 
from their little tin boxes, so they 
invest in what is sure to be a fi¬ 
nancial wash: a Broadway specta¬ 
cle. It’s the antithesis of the “let’s 
put on a show” show in that the 
producers are trying to make it 
the worst thing ever seen. They 
nearly succeed, but when the cast 
revolts and turns the vehicle into a 
bawdy revue, it sells out for 
months. 

Hart’s book is like a comedy 
grenade — it all goes flying every 
which way. The adept cast under 
the direction of Greg MacKellan 
breathes a goofy life into a work 
that makes even the most dated 
satirical jokes about the celebrities 
of the day (Julian Eltinge? Judge 
Seabury?) seem fresh. The sterling 
musical direction is by Brandon 
Adams and the lively choreogra¬ 
phy by Jenny Lord. Face the 
Music runs through Sunday at the 
New Conservatory Theatre, 25 
Van Ness Avenue.

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Killing us softly with her films 

Yvonne Rainer retrospective at SFMOMA

¥ vonne Rainer is a magic 
name to film and video¬ 
makers. Since 1972 she’s 
made independent films that have 
challenged conventional notions 
of narrative structure and gender 
roles. In 1990 the MacArthur 
Foundation declared her a genius. 
It’s no surprise the SF Museum of 
Modern Art has chosen the oeuvre 
of the 63-year-old San Francisco 
native as the perfect follow-up to 
last year’s Maya Deren retrospec¬ 
tive. 

Unlike Deren, Rainer is still 
alive and kicking, and will be on 
hand tonight at SFMOMA to pre¬ 
sent her latest film, MURDER and 
murder (1996). This and her other 
six feature-length films — Lives of 
Performers (1972), Film About a 
Woman Who ... (1974), Kristina 
Talking Pictures (1976), Journeys 
from Berlin (1980), The Man Who 
Envied Women (1985), and Privi¬ 
lege (1990) — will be shown over 
the next eight weeks. 

While the museum has under¬ 
standably given the most play- 
dates to MURDER and murder, 
the earlier films are of equal and 
or greater interest. All Rainer’s 
work for the screen incorporates 
techniques she developed during 
her stint at the Judson Dance The¬ 
ater in New York City. 


performers can easily get lost in 
the no-dyke’s-land between fic¬ 
tion and verite. 

Rainer herself pops up from 
time to time as a kind of one- 
woman chorus. All dooded up in 
nerd glasses and a cutaway tux re¬ 
vealing her ex-breast, she has a 
gawky earnestness, a febrile sense 
of purpose — call it geek appeal 
— that stands out against the vac¬ 
uous competence of her cast. 

An exception is Kathleen Chal- 
fant, who plays Doris’ lover Mil¬ 
dred. Camera-friendly in a way 
that’s hard to define, and evoking 
both Stan Laurel and Deborah 
Kerr, she manages to transcend 
the film’s endemic ennui. Other 
characters include the ghost of 
Doris’ mother (Isa Thomas) and 
young Mildred (Catherine Kell¬ 
ner), who provide a subplot and 
herstorical context and serve to 
retard the action. 

There’s promising material 
here still in the drawing board 
phase, but as has been known to 
happen with some performance 
art, the failure to select and hone 
is — well, murderous. For exam¬ 
ple, when Rainer starts to explain 
the meaning of her film’s title, you 
feel she’s going to really define 
something that’s never been said. 
“Women don’t often murder each 
other. Why not?” She proceeds to 
hold up two signs. “There’s MUR¬ 
DER ... and then there’s murder.” 


Looking like an authority figure 
and then failing to be authoritative 
is one more deconstructive nail in 
the patriarchal coffin, but it's still 
disappointing. 


Starting in 1961, Rainer worked 
the performance edge of choreog¬ 
raphy in an atmosphere of gender- 
and genre-bending that included 
innovators Trisha Brown, Kenneth 
King, Meredith Monk, Robert 
Rauschenberg, and Jill Johnston. 
In 1968, Rainer introduced slides 
and short films into her dance 
pieces; her first stand-alone film, 
Lives of Performers (1972), began as 
a dance element. 

MURDER and murder has a 
particular claim on our attention 
as Rainer’s first film as a lesbian, 
about lesbians. The two-hour ex¬ 
ercise in autobiography starts as a 
whimsical love story between two 
middle-aged lesbians, one of 
whom (Doris, a.k.a. Yvonne) is 
just coming out. After swooping 
into a more melodramatic mood 
when Doris develops breast can¬ 
cer, the film opens out into a so¬ 
ciopolitical diatribe abq^t Our 
Cancerous World. 

Early on, Doris establishes the 
style of post-midlife humor when 
she confides in a friend, “Never in 
my wildest dreams, in my most 
far out fantasies, did I ever come 
close to imagining I would one 
day be able to say with the utmost 
conviction, ‘I love eating pussy.’” 

The feel of the film is self-con¬ 
scious, stagey, and occasionally 
confrontational. The action pro¬ 
gresses through a series of black¬ 
out sketches, most of which have 
titles like “PMS: pre-murder 
signs” that are almost refreshingly 
coy, coming from an ex-leader of 
the avant-garde. 

Characters speak into the cam¬ 
era or “act” as if they know they’re 
being filmed. There’s nothing 
wrong with this in theory, but 


Lesbians are, Rainer continues, 
murdered by homophobia, DDT, 
nuclear tests, and electromagnetic 
fields. “How must lesbians murder 
in order to survive?” she asks, but 
it’s only a tease that winds down 
with the admission that when she 
was 10 she saved apple seeds be¬ 
cause she’d heard they were poi¬ 
son, in hopes of killing her elder 
sister. Maybe looking like an au¬ 
thority figure and then failing to 
be authoritative is one more de¬ 
constructive nail in the patriarchal 
coffin, but it’s still disappointing. 

After an onslaught of scarifying 
statistics about the rise in breast 
cancer, the disproportionate per¬ 
centage of lesbians affected, and 
the dismaying life-expectancy of 
survivors, Rainer does manage to 
definitively articulate the industri¬ 
al economics of Millennium Dis¬ 
eases. Wheeling a grocery cart full 
of synthetic chemicals for every¬ 
day use, she elucidates: 

“First they give us cancer by 
polluting the environment, then 
they educate you about how to 
detect the early signs of cancer. 
And then they reap millions in 
profits from its treatment with a 
drug they manufacture. Early de¬ 
tection is not only about saving 
lives — it means bigger profits.” 

Just thinking about it makes 
me want to kill someone. ▼

television documentaries, PBS’ 
gay civil rights miniseries The 
Question of Equality, an Emmy- 
nominated adaptation of Allan 
Berube’s book Coming Out Under 
Fire. But he never dropped his 
plan for a film about anti-gay vio¬ 
lence. 

Then, in 1995, a Rockefeller 
Grant gave him the freedom to 
pursue the project full-time, 
keeping financial considerations 
secondary, and Dong found his 
angle: he would talk to the men 
who committed anti-gay murders 
and ask them why they did it. 

When he finally settled on his 
subject matter, Dong flew to Texas 
to observe a basher’s trial. Over 
the course of the proceedings, 
though, the filmmaker became 
acquainted with the defendant 
and his family, and found surpris¬ 
ing emotions surfacing. 

“There was this odd tension I 
felt,” he remembers. “I liked this 
guy. I went to visit his parents. 
But he was a murderer. It was 
then that I thought, what I want 
to do is talk to these murderers, 
see who they really are, and find 
out why this ‘nice’ kid did what 
he did.” 

With singular drive, Dong 
moved forward, arranging inter¬ 
views in prisons across the coun¬ 
try. It might seem that a gay man, 
himself a victim of anti-gay vio¬ 
lence, would feel frightened or in¬ 
timidated or enraged facing mur¬ 
derers in prison, asking them to 
explain their homophobic moti¬ 
vations. But Dong recalls feeling 
differently: as a filmmaker, his pri¬ 
mary concern was getting pro¬ 
ductive interviews and good 
footage. As long as he was suc¬ 
cessful, he was pleased and re¬ 
lieved by the process rather than 
upset at the individual interview 
subjects. 

“From day one, the interviews 
were more than I had hoped for, 
and I was so happy during the 
process. I don’t think I was ever 
nervous or afraid,” he says. 

Dong was perhaps the only 
one not riled up, however. 

“My crew got angry at some of 
the interviews while they were 
happening, and they would say to 
me, ‘How can you sit there and 
joke and laugh and talk with them 
like you’re their friend?’ They 
couldn’t understand where I was 
coming from,” says Dong. “I 
wanted to be their friend because 
I knew that in order for this to 
work, I needed for them to speak 
to me as a friend, not as a parole 
board officer. If they weren’t going

to be honest with me, the film 
wouldn’t work.” 

Calm killers 

Licensed to Kill, like Dong him¬ 
self, doesn’t boil with rage or 
seethe with hatred; the murderers 
- whether vaguely regretful or 
completely without remorse - are 
remarkably calm. This odd lack of 
fury is part of Dong’s plan: it 
shifts the focus from a few dan¬ 
gerous men to the homo-hating 
culture they describe in unre¬ 
markable and mundane terms. 

“I was never angry at them, 
and maybe that’s why the film is 
the way it is,” says Dong. “I want¬ 
ed these people to appear and 


young, Dong hopes a shorter, 
more pointed version could pre¬ 
vent anti-gay violence before it 
occurs — like a Drivers Education 
“fright flick” about drunk driving. 

“It may not change their 
minds about how they feel about 
homosexuals,” Dong admits. “But 
it may stop them from commit¬ 
ting crimes.” 

Potential criminals aren’t the 
only viewers he hopes to reach, 
however. While some critics 
might argue that he’s preaching to 
the converted, Dong hopes that 
gay and lesbian audiences in par¬ 
ticular will view Licensed to Kill as 
a wake-up call. Although anti-gay 
violence - from verbal abuse to

speak like your next-door neigh¬ 
bor. I didn’t want them to feel 
like the fringe element. That 
makes them, and the world that 
created them, that much more 
dangerous. 

“I wanted to indict the social, 
cultural and religious standards 
that created this kind of men, to 
look at a whole social world order 
and criticize that. If we’re going to 
try to stop this contempt for ho¬ 
mosexuals, it’s not the individuals 
we need to change. It’s how this 
whole world sees us as human be¬ 
ings that needs to be changed.” 

As part of this grand mission, 
Dong plans to re-cut the film into 
a half-hour version for high 
school students. Since many of 
the murderers committed their 
crimes when they were very 


murder - was a hot topic a few 
years back, Dong notes a creeping 
sense of complacency in the com¬ 
munity today, an unjustified shal¬ 
low optimism. 

“The forces against us are 
growing stronger and more orga¬ 
nized,” Dong warns. “We’d rather 
think that we just have to pass a 
few laws and everything will be 
fine. What we’d rather not deal 
with is changing our social and 
cultural environment to change 
people’s ways of thinking. I hope 
this film tells us that despite the 
progress we’ve made, they still 
want to kill us. They still hate us, 
and it’s not as safe as we think.” ▼

Fear of a queer planet 

4 Licensed To Kill' taps essential homophobia

L aw enforcement usually 
makes us think of the police, 
but there are other kinds of 
laws and other kinds of enforcers. 
Arthur Dong’s documentary Li¬ 
censed to Kill explores the “laws” 
— sometimes written, sometimes 
simply understood — against ho¬ 
mosexuality and the men who 
take it upon themselves to rid the 
world of what they’ve been 
trained to think of as a weak, dis¬ 
posable group — gay men. In this 
devastating, graphic look at a 
loose subculture of murderers, 
Dong exposes not simply a group 
of rampaging sociopaths but, 
more importantly, a society that 
carefully creates them. 

Dong somehow obtained per¬ 
mission to interview seven of these 
men, whose profiles prove surpris¬ 
ingly varied. Sgt. Kenneth French 
is less typical than the others in not 
targeting gays specifically, in a 
restaurant murder spree that 
ended with four dead and seven 
wounded. Still, his act was trig¬ 
gered by what was arguably a 
coded version of “homosexual 
panic” — the fear brought on by 
Clinton’s 1993 plan to lift the ban 
on gays in the military. French ex¬ 
hibits a classic paranoid hetero re¬ 
sponse to the idea of being forced 
to be in contact with out-of-the- 
closet gays. His apparent working- 
class background is proof of how 
easy it is to trap one group of have- 
nots into demonizing another. 

The “homosexual panic de¬ 
fense” beloved by defense attor¬ 
neys surfaces more overtly in the 
case of William Cross, who knifed 
a gay man to death after an al¬ 
leged pass was made. Some of 
Cross’ comments — “It’s like this 
rage just came from nowhere”— 
sound as if his attorney invented 
them, but Cross is believable 
when he describes being raped at 
age seven by a friend of the fami¬ 
ly, an act that seems to have de¬ 
stroyed any chance he had to de¬ 
velop into a reasonable adult. 
Cross’ inability to distinguish be¬ 
tween the act of a rapist and ordi¬ 
nary gay men shows just how suc¬ 
cessful religious groups and oth¬ 
ers have been in equating the two. 

The devaluation of gay lives is 
an explicit theme throughout Li¬ 
censed to Kill. Jeffrey Swinford, 
who helped kill a man who al¬ 
legedly made a pass at him, sees 
gay men as a nuisance “that ough- 
ta be taken care of.” Typically, he 
counted on the homophobia of 
local law enforcement to overlook 
his crime, so much so that he 


seemed surprised about being 
caught. Indeed, he thought so lit¬ 
tle about the crime that by the 
time he was nailed, “I’d really al¬ 
most forgot about it.” Swinford 
recalls being asked by his high 
school science teacher to “Pick a 
subject, something you don’t ap¬ 
prove of, and [explain] why.” He 
chose homosexuality, and mar¬ 
shaled Bible quotes as support. 
One could argue that one of the 
small steps that probably con¬ 
tributed to Swinford’s murderous 
act was this teacher’s — and by 
extension, society’s — failure to 
force him to think about his ha¬ 
tred of homosexuals. 

One of the few men here who 
professes any understanding of 
what he did is Corey Burley, from 
the black projects of Dallas. Bur¬ 
ley’s crime, killing a Vietnamese 
student who came to the U.S. to es¬ 
cape the war, was part of a contin¬ 
uum of violence that began early in 
his life. He too was socialized to be¬ 
lieve that violence is part of the 
birthright of the hetero male: 
“When I was growing up, I wanted 
to be bad,” he says. But he adds rue¬ 
fully, “Well, look where it’s got me. 
I’m bad, but I’m locked up.” 

The case of Raymond Childs 
complicates the straightforward 
notion of gay-bashing with issues 
of class and race. Childs, who is 
black and working-class, was 
picked up by a white, middle- 
aged, well-off, married lawyer 
who, he says, “rushed” to put the 
make on him. “The anger and the 
thought of me even getting 
touched by a man, it made me fu¬ 
rious.” While the lawyer could be 
seen as an exploiter, Childs’ de¬ 
fense is undercut by the fact that 
he was picked up at a well-known 
gay cruising spot, that he willing¬ 
ly went to the man’s hotel room, 
that he killed him brutally (stab¬ 
bing him 27 times), and that af¬ 
terward he went on a shopping 
spree with the man’s money. It’s 
difficult to reconcile the killer’s 
“panic” defense with these facts. 

In some ways the most chilling 
of the film’s interviews is with se¬ 
rial killer Ray Johnson. At first I 
thought Johnson was a commen¬ 
tator brought on to put some in¬ 
tellectual perspective on these 
cases. That’s how articulate he is. 
Raised in a strict religious house¬ 
hold, Johnson is the classic self- 
hating homosexual whose inabil¬ 
ity to reconcile the religious be¬ 
liefs beaten into his head from 
childhood with his own natural 
impulses led him first to cruise 
parks, then to murder. “I was dis¬ 
gusted with what I was doing,” he 
says of his sexual liaisons. “And ... 


I thought to myself, ‘If I shut these 
places [cruising parks] down, my 
temptation to do that would be 
less.’” He did this by killing two 
men and wounding another be¬ 
fore he was caught. 

Johnson talks at length about 
the insidious influence of religion 
on his life, and Licensed to Kill res¬ 
onates with this disturbing motif, 
lining up the faces of the larger 
criminals — Pat Robertson, Jerry 
Falwell — in their proper place, 
alongside those of the killers. ▼

written when the author's dra¬ 
matic sense is fused with the 
moral sense. Is that true of your 
fiction? 

I would hope so. I have read all 
her work several times, including 
her critical writings, where she 
says that. Most novelists feel that 
the “scene,” the presentation of an 
encounter with people in a set¬ 
ting, is the central part of any 
novel. It resembles drama in that 
you get direct encounters, people, 
their speech, their responses to 
each other. I like those scenes 
where there is a kind of debate of 


two value systems, where we are 
made to follow the emotions that 
go with the presentation of each 
system and feel that we, ourselves, 
have a stake in the outcome. 
Those issues are in some sense 
moral. When I say moral, I don’t 
mean to limit it to tidy middle- 
class behavior, because I think 
very often true morality leads us 
away from prudence, from neat¬ 
ness, from correct decorous solu¬ 
tions. Real morality urges us to go 
beyond that. 

In an essay you wrote for 
Wrestling with the Angel, an an¬ 
thology about faith and religion in 
the lives of gay men, you wrote 
that you didn't feel fully comfort¬ 
able as a gay man until you be- 


TELL ME ABOUT YOUR FIRST TIME’ 
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came a Christian. Tell 
me about that. 

I think that any person 
who belongs to a so- 
called minority has to 
counteract in some way 
or other the feeling that 
we don’t belong to soci¬ 
ety, that we don’t fit a pre¬ 
scribed mold. Women 
very often say they don’t 
feel they are full-class citi¬ 
zens. Gay people confront 
a great deal of hostile crit¬ 
icism about our very na¬ 
ture, being, and actions. 

Gay liberation has helped 
us do that. It has given us 
an alternative form of dis¬ 
course to counteract those 
arguments and hostile criti¬ 
cisms. For me, that was an 
imperfect defense that 
worked 85 percent of the 
time, but not 100 percent of 
the time. Because the nega 
tive discourses we hear go 
back to the earliest period of 
our consciousness, it took 
something truly powerful to 
reach the level of the irrational in 
consciousness. Self-approval is a 
part of feeling okay in the world, 
but for me it needed something 
larger, the feeling that the whole 
universe itself and the conscious¬ 
ness in it fully approved of me. 
Once I had that channeled to me 
through religious perspectives, I 
could say that I was 100 percent 
happy with who I am. 

You have also credited Proust 
with being a major influence. You 
singled out a line from his Re¬ 
membrance of Things Past which 
reads that particular places are 
"as fugitive as the years."

Yes, that’s in the last sentence of 
his first volume. 

In your novel, Part of His Story, 
place is extremely important. 
London is almost as important in 
the story as the protagonist, 

Avery Walsh. Give me a grip on 
this statement that place is "as 
fugitive as the years." 

The simplest explanation I can 
think of is that when I was a child, 
we had a house on the edge of 
town. After I left home, my par¬ 
ents moved away from that house, 
in the last part of their lives. Dur¬ 
ing one of my visits to my home¬ 
town, I went back to see the old 
place. All these other houses had 
been built around it. The grounds 
had been changed enormously 
and the house looked minute. It 
didn’t look like the place where I 
had grown up. I compared my 
memories to the place in front of 
me, and there was not much sim¬ 
ilarity. I think that’s what Proust 
means, that times change and per¬ 
spectives change. His whole novel 
is based on the idea that you do re¬ 
turn to those early scenes, but they 
are interior, they are within us. 

Part of His Story is narrated by a 
middle-aged American play¬ 
wright, Avery Walsh, who is 
grieving over the death of his 
lover from AIDS. He goes to Lon¬ 
don,where he finds solace in an 
affair with a younger man. Where 
did this idea come from? 

I was in London on a Guggen¬ 
heim Fellowship. I had no poems 
that I particularly wanted to write 
at the moment, so I thought it 
would be a good time to get back 
to fiction. I thought here I am, so 
why not write a novel set in Lon¬ 
don. I was fascinated by the city. I 
was going around looking at dif¬ 
ferent parts. The previous year, a 
dear friend, David Kalstone, a po¬ 
etry critic who had helped me 
when I was beginning to publish, 
had died of AIDS. As I began to 
speculate about the novel, I 
thought that might be a valid, 
even vital topic to write about. It 
might also have been a part of the 
grieving process. 

In Part of His Story, Avery also 
uses writing as a way of dealing 
with grief. He undertakes writing 
a biography of three generations 
of the Cibber family. The lives of 
this colorful family of late 17th- 
and 18th-century London contrast 
with Avery's experience in 20th- 
century London. Avery's research 
into the past seems to help him 
interpret London in terms that 
mean something to him in the 
present. 


It’s paradoxical, because you 
have a wonderful marvel 
like St. Paul’s, which is 300 
hundred years old. Is it a 
building of the past or of 
the present? Well, it’s both. 
In Avery’s research into the 
fortunes of the Cibber 
family, strange parallels de¬ 
velop between what hap¬ 
pened to them and what is 
happening to Avery right 
now as the novel unfolds. I 
don’t think there is a me¬ 
chanical one-to-one cor¬ 
respondence, but there 
are affinities and echoes 
that interchange between 
the two narratives. 

Avery's lover, Joshua, 
falsely tests negative for 
HIV, but then dies of 
AIDS. Avery is torment¬ 
ed by the pros and cons 
of testing because of 
this bitter experience. 


In those years [1986] the tests 
were less reliable than now, so it 
was possible to get the wrong in¬ 
formation. Before there was any 
treatment, we were discouraged 
from testing because if you got a 
positive there was nothing to do. 
You would feel that you had only 
a year or two to live. It would be 
so depressing it was better not to 
know. For that reason people did¬ 
n’t test in those years. I didn’t. 
Now the testing is much more ac¬ 
curate and we do have treatments. 

After Joshua's death, Avery goes 
to London, where he meets Derek, 
a young man in his 20s. Avery is 
early middle-aged, intellectual, 
established in his career. Derek is 
unemployed, working-class, and 
hasn't much education. His cul¬ 
tural hero is Boy George. Tell me 
about this very unequal relation¬ 
ship. What makes it work? 

I think it’s true to experience that 
opposites attract. Some people 
have said that since we don’t have 
gender differences in gay life that 
the sense of difference has to be 
established on other grounds. The 
very fact that Derek is Irish, that 
he is working-class, that he hasn’t 
had much education, and that his 
sense of culture is pop culture is 
one of the sources of attraction 
for Avery, not to mention that he 
is a sexy 25-year-old. 

On the cover of your book is a 
photograph of the head of Hyp- 
nos, the god of dreams. It is a 
handsome head of a young man 
with a wing protruding from the 
left side of his forehead. Avery is 
fascinated by this head because 
he thinks he sees in it a resem¬ 
blance to Derek. Later in the 
novel, Derek is wounded in a gay¬ 
bashing incident in which he is hit 
in the forehead by a rock, causing 
him to bleed in the left temple, 
the same spot as Hypnos' wing. 

Tell me more about Hypnos. 

I like the work itself. It’s a Roman 
bronze which was found in Spain. 
I actually wonder if Avery is right 
to say that Derek really looks that 
much like the bronze. But I do 
think it’s true that when you are 
in love, the first flush of love, you 
see your lover everywhere. I was 
aware of the connection that 
could be made between Derek’s 
wound and the wing of Hypnos, 
but I wasn’t certain exactly how to 
state that connection. I think that 
artists leave a lot of interpretation 
to the audience and the critics. We 
know that it is significant, but we 
don’t state that significance in so 
many words. We just think ab¬ 
stractly about the associations of 
a wound and blood and dreams.

them "AIDS apparitions" 
of long-dead friends in the 
street. Are they really 
haunting us? What do they 
want? 

I sort of used that as a lo¬ 
cution or a figure in that 
piece to be able to talk 
about my friend John 
Davis, who graces the 
cover and who appears at 
many points throughout 
this book - and who I 
kept seeing or imagining 
I was seeing. In “Some 
Haunting” I suggest - 
how to say this - it is 
some nature of my loss 
through his loss that 
somehow stays unfinished and 
continually needs to be addressed. 
I suppose what I was trying to do 
was investigate the idea of what 
seeing these people was - what we 
might call being haunted by them. 
And it was some combination of 
their unfinished business and our 
unfinished business with them. 
Either sundered friendships or 
sundered loves commensurate 
with sundered lives. 

At the end of that piece, I pose 
the question, “How do I serve this 
dead young man?” I hope in some 
modest way that in writing about 
him, I’m serving and helping ad¬ 
dress his unfinished business. 

There is a sense in Unbound that 
dealing with HIV/AIDS has made 
you who you are now as a writer. 

In fact, at one point you say, 

"How to write AIDS named me." 
Can you describe that naming 
process? 

I couldn’t successfully speak to all 
the ways in which the experience 
of the epidemic has transformed 
me - or the community and cul¬ 
ture that’s so central to me. I 
could talk specifically - and I 
think it’s central to Unbound - 
about the ways in which my writ¬ 
ing had to be changed and the 
ways in which AIDS demanded a 
transformation, at least for this 
book. 

Previously, though I had writ¬ 
ten some prose, mostly what I’d 
written was poetry. The nature of 
the poetry served to sustain con¬ 
tradiction and to keep meaning 
open in a suggestive and florid 
manner. That’s the kind of poetry 
that interested me and has for 
many years. But in terms of the 
epidemic, what I began to feel was 
an assault of fact. The experience 
of AIDS was the overwhelming 
experience of information. 

I don’t just mean statistical or 


medical information. I mean the 
information of the confrontation 
of mortality and the confrontation 
of loss and grief and fear...and 
revelationl Certainly the transfor¬ 
mative experiences of many of my 
friends as they were struggling 
with the disease had an aspect of 
revelation. There was so much 
meaning and so much detail and 
so much specificity in that experi¬ 
ence that though a writerly part of 
me demands an open relationship 
to meaning, an experiential part of 
me was demanding something 
more focused, more exact. 

The writing had to move into a 
kind of prose whose sentences 
could bear down and scrutinize... 

Sounds almost as if you're lock¬ 
ing on. 

Yes, exactly. It was like the laser 
lock of syntax in trying to engage 
this material. That was something 
I felt AIDS, the nature of the epi¬ 
demic, was demanding. Aside 
from that , it took me a very long 
time to even come to that point. 
But coming to that point - and 
I’m talking about the disposition 
toward the writing and not the 
writing itself - I came to feel was 
also a demand AIDS made on me. 
It couldn’t be avoided. There was 
a responsibility one had as a 
writer. It wasn’t enough to say any 
longer, “I don’t how to do this.” I 
had to know how to do it. I had to 
learn. ▼

When a reader finishes Part of 
His Story, what do you want to 
have told him? 

I don’t want to be that control¬ 
ling. I’d like each reader to discov¬ 
er what they want to be told by 
the novel. It seems to me that you 
could compare a novel to a jungle 
gym. There is a structure, but the 
child chooses how to play on it. 
Some will weave in and out of the 
bottom; others will want to climb 
all the way to the top. The struc¬ 
ture is there, but each person re¬ 
sponds in his own way. 

You have written that there are 
three distinct periods in your life. 
You were born Alfred Dewitt Corn 
III. Throughout your childhood you 
were called Dee for your middle 


initial. When you went away to 
college, you became Al. Now you 
are Alfred. Who is Alfred Corn? 
Who is this little boy who used to 
be Dee, who became A I, who even¬ 
tually became Alfred Corn? 

Well, the past is present. All those 
layers are still there, and through 
memory and dreams are redis- 
coverable. When I dream, the lo¬ 
cation of the dream is the child¬ 
hood home where I grew up. 
They are all present even though 
they were formed in the past. I 
know quite a bit about myself 
from being a writer, from being 
introspective. But I like the idea 
that I can still surprise myself. I 
try not to be too definite about 
who I am because I like to leave 
the sense of possibility and dis¬ 
covery open. Things are still 
changing because my circum¬ 
stances are changing. I don’t 
think my identity is a closed book 
yet. It’s still in progress. ▼ 


Choice cuts

T o celebrate its 30th anniver¬ 
sary, the Ansel Adams Cen¬ 
ter for Photography has 
hauled out a major exhibition of 
crisp landscapes by old standby 
Ansel Adams. To appease contem¬ 
porary tastes, however, the Center 
is also showcasing the work of 
artists it has recently honored 
through its awards programs. The 
resulting exhibition, Selections , is 
a mixed bag with local angles. 

Though the awards are not lim¬ 
ited to Bay Area photographers, 
three of the four artists whose 
work is on display live in San Fran¬ 
cisco, and their work reflects the 
terrain. Susan Schwartzenberg pre¬ 
sents a display of found objects 
and pictures based on her impres¬ 
sive photo book, Cento: A Market 
Street Journal, an almost archaeo¬ 
logical study of our main thor¬ 
oughfare (produced with the SF 
Art Commission). 

The local history theme in 
Schwartzenberg’s work is ex¬ 
panded and updated with Debo¬ 
rah Hammond’s black-and-white 
Transgender(ed) Portraits. The 
subjects of these tightly cropped 
images — “drag queens, kings 
and transsexuals” — were re¬ 
cruited from an ad in SF Weekly. 
The strategy and the images are 
not groundbreaking, but you 
might recognize a couple of the 
sitters. 

Collaborative team Aziz + 
Cucher tap into the strange fruits 
of Silicon Valley with their Dis¬ 
continued Now! series. These are

still lifes of unidentifiable gray 
plastic objects that could have 
come from high-tech office cubi¬ 
cles. The subjects resemble both 
computer equipment and last 
year’s latest cybersex gadget. 

The regional spell is broken 
with pictures of Ukranian vil¬ 
lagers by New York-based photog¬ 
rapher Linda Suchy. These strik¬ 
ing, somewhat photojournalistic 


works earned her this year’s 
Calumet Emerging Photographer 
Award. The distant subject matter, 
however, reveals that they’re not 
from around here. ▼

Who 

killed disco?

The Last Party: Studio 54, Disco, 
and the Culture of the Night, by 
Anthony Haden-Guest; William 
Morrow & Company, $25 

gi nthony Haden-Guest’s The 
J '1 Last Party: Studio 54, Disco, 
IFm and the Culture of the Night 
is a detailed account of the rise 
and fall of Steve Rubell and Ian 
Schrager, the odd-couple creators 
of Studio 54, and the empire they 
built. Documented by seemingly 
endless interviews with those who 
worked behind the scenes, Haden- 
Guest’s book is full of minutiae 
about financial deals, alliances, 
and betrayals, but it lacks the kind 
of celebrity gossip that would put 
a book like this over the top. The 
result is a curious tome that is un¬ 
likely to appeal to anyone who was 
not a Studio 54 insider. 

The myopia which afflicts 


Anthony Haden-Guest 


Haden-Guest’s work surfaces 
early in the prologue, where he 
declares that the gay and women’s 
liberation movements of the late 
’60s “were pursued by, and for, the 
benefit of straight men.” He then 
follows this allegation with his 
analysis of the mid-’70s evolution 
of the liberation movement: “Lib¬ 
eration went mainstream as ‘Fun.’ 
This was first noticeable in the 
straight world.” Here, Haden- 
Guest proves his Manhattan was, 
indeed, a very small world. 

Sweeping generalizations aside, 
the author launches into a detailed 
history of the culture of the night, 
focusing almost exclusively on Stu¬ 
dio 54. The heterosexual Schrager 
and the gay, drug-addicted Rubell 
come together to steal someone 
else’s idea and put the club on the 
map. Skimming cash profits, the 
Rubell/Schrager team eventually 
ends up in prison for tax evasion, 
and Studio 54 stumbles along in 
their absence. Scant attention is 
paid to other venues, especially the 
gay ones, although Haden-Guest 
does acknowledge that in the be¬ 
ginning disco was for “the very 
smart set and the gay set. Which 
was sometimes the same set.” Yet, 
in the entire book, Manhattan’s 
premiere gay venue, The Saint, is 
given only two sentences. Haden- 
Guest does, however, devote sever¬ 
al pages to his own voyeuristic 
slumming through gay sex empo¬ 
riums like The Mineshaft. 

Like a fly on the wall, Haden- 
Guest wears out his welcome 
rather quickly. It’s hard to imagine 
an audience interested in this par¬ 
ticular accumulation of factoids. 
Most of the major players — in¬ 
cluding Rubell himself — died 
years ago. Those who survived 
have moved on to other things. 
There is no input from the celebri¬ 
ties whose bleary-eyed, drugged- 
out photographs appear in The 
Last Party, and it’s easy to under¬ 
stand why. But Haden-Guest does 
describe Studio 54 theme nights in 
detail, where the skimmed cash 
was hidden, and how ex-cons 
Schrager and Rubell managed to 
segue into the hotel business in 
Manhattan with the opening of 
Morgans and the Paramount. 

The reader senses Haden- 
Guest’s disdain as he chronicles 
the devolution of Manhattan’s 
party scene. The private rooms 
for celebrities disappear as the jet- 
set glitterati moves on, only to be 
replaced by poor, scrawny little 
nobodies from Des Moines who 
assume the role of “club kids” in 
the late ’80s. It seems the author 
found drug-addicted superficial¬ 
ity much more palatable when he 
still had a place at the table. Both 
author and publisher will soon 
realize that books on watering 
holes written by dinosaurs have 
limited commercial appeal. ▼

|jM| hristopher Bram is one of 
t those few authors who has 
, | managed to please both crit¬ 
ics and the gay book-buying pub¬ 
lic with his five previous novels. 
Considering his success, I eagerly 
awaited Bram’s latest offering, 
Gossip. But, after reading the book 
in a single day, I found Gossip un¬ 
satisfying. 

The tale is told through the 
voice of Ralph Eckhart, a 34-year- 
old East Village slacker who works 
in a bookstore. He has dropped 
out of ACT UP and doesn’t seem 
to have much else going on in his 
life, save an obsession with 19th- 
century English novels. A per¬ 
functory online exchange leads to 
a blind date when he visits a fe¬ 
male friend in Washington. The 
good sex leads to an affair with 
Bill O’Connor, whom Ralph 
comes to learn is a rising young 
conservative journalist. [The 
character is loosely modeled on 
David Brock, a writer for the 
American Spectator, who has 
penned books on Anita Hill and 
Hillary Clinton.] 

Gossip begins as a pleasing ex¬ 
ploration of the conflicts Ralph 
feels in the evolving relationship. 
The underlying issues are whether 
he is in love, wants to be in love, 
is capable of being in love. Much 
of the text is devoted to a liberal- 
conservative polarity that revolves 
around the nagging question 
“How can I be dating someone so 
ideologically impure?” Though 
Ralph is repulsed by most aspects 
of Bill’s personality, he cannot 
deny that the couple is having re¬ 
ally “great sex.” This tension be¬ 
tween gonads and brain, nature 
and construct, is an interesting 
and well-developed vehicle. 

But at midpoint Bram seems 
to have either lost interest in these 
questions or, more likely, couldn’t 
figure out how to resolve them. So

he doesn’t. Instead, he has Bill 
bludgeoned to death by an appar¬ 
ent pick-up. The slow pace and 
interior detail of a story tracing an 
evolving personal relationship 
suddenly turns into a potboiler 
crammed with external action. 
The book becomes a Kafkaesque 
thriller. 

Parts of the ride Bram takes 
you on in Gossip are indeed excit¬ 
ing. But too many others seem 
undeveloped and sketchy when 
compared with the richly detailed 
first half. Others defy plausibility. 
For example, Ralph is charged 
with Bill’s murder, and his arrest 
makes the front page of the Wash¬ 
ington Post. But weeks later, when 
mother calls from North Carolina 
she is blissfully unaware of these 
facts. 

The denouement tidily wraps 
up the pieces. But in doing so 
Bram exposes all of the major 
characters as having lied to and 
deceived their best friends. The 
web of lies is too pat, the extent of 
betrayal too uniform. None of the 
principle characters, and perhaps 
only one of the secondary ones, 
ends up being likable. 

That is most apparent with 
Ralph. As hero/narrator he is edu¬ 


cated and articulate, too sophisti¬ 
cated to be an innocent naif. Yet 
he also seems naggingly stupid, 
unable to think clearly or show 
much decisiveness when it comes 
to his own life. These incidents ac¬ 
cumulate, then pile on at the end 
until their weight completely col¬ 
lapses his credibility as a charac¬ 
ter. The final scene finds him 
standing alone, stranded on a 
busy interstate, and quite frankly, 
I don’t give a damn. 

Bram has given us parts of two 
books in one. He should have de¬ 
cided which he was going to write 
and proceeded on a due course. 
While many of the pages are deli¬ 
cious going down, the whole of 
Gossip leaves one feeling a bit 
queasy. T

Embrace in Motion by Karin 
Kallmaker; Naiad, $11.95 

F ans of Karin Kallmaker’s 
earlier Naiad novels ( Paper¬ 
back Romance, Car Pool, et 
al.) - rejoice! Her latest, Embrace 
in Motion, is a pointed and some¬ 
times painful look at the differ¬ 
ence between love and lust, and 
the problems that ensue when 
women confuse the two. 

Sarah MacNeil, first seen at a 
convention with her fellow patent 
attorneys, is as straight a charac¬ 
ter as a lifelong lesbian can possi¬ 
bly be, given to suits and heels and 
pantyhose. When she spots the 
gorgeous Melissa Hartley, who is 
at the hotel for a lesbian writers’ 
conference, Sarah knows lust. 

Melissa is no lawyer; she is, 
however, a sexual being of radiant 
intensity. Within moments of 
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meeting, they’re mating. Discov¬ 
ering that they both live in Wash¬ 
ington State, and are close enough 
for regular sleep-overs (ah, eu¬ 
phemism), Sarah and Melissa em¬ 
bark on weekends of fantastic sex, 
followed by more sex, and then, 
just for a change of pace, they 
have sex. Yee-hah! 

Of course, before the sweat 
dries, they’re living together. 
Melissa is an author/photograph- 
er/filmmaker wannabe, which 
means she has pretensions of 
greatness but is entirely comfort¬ 
able having Sarah pay for all their 
living expenses. When Melissa has 
a great opportunity in San Fran¬ 
cisco, Sarah decides to move 
south with Melissa, expecting that 
Melissa’s fabulous chance will re¬ 
sult in equally marvelous results. 

Kallmaker does a fine job of 
creating the pair’s sexual relation¬ 
ship (whew!), but she is equally 
skilled at showing us the compro¬ 
mises that result when one 
woman’s lust is another’s love. 
Her subplots, concerning life at a 
computer software company and 
the personal lives of various sec¬ 
ondary characters, ring solidly 
true. The dialogue for all is char¬ 
acter-specific, with lots more 
humor than I remember from her 
earlier novels. Embrace in Motion 
is a pleasure to recommend. ▼ 



Pondering 
the penis

Dick for a Day: What Would You 
Do If You Had One, edited by 
Fiona Giles; Villard, $12.95 

L ong before the concept was 
articulated by Freud, pos¬ 
sessors of a penis assumed 
that the rest of us must be over¬ 
whelmed with envy and crushed 
with sorrow, because we were, as 
it were, memberless. In her bril¬ 
liant and hilarious analysis, “The 
Penis as Problematic: Feminist 
Observations on the Anatomical 
Distinctions Between the Sexes” 
(Trivia, Fall 1987), Diane R. Hol¬ 
man dissects, if you will, the no¬ 
tion that the phallus is, of itself, a 
source of greatness. She argues 
that as a consequence of “the fact 
that it dangles - [creates in the 
male body a] ...sense of non-in- 
tactness, of‘hanging out’ - [that 
it] reverberates in psychological 
life as the feeling of de trop, of ex¬ 
crescence....The overvaluing of 
the problematic is institutional¬ 
ized in heterosexuality.” 

A further overvaluing of the 
problematic occurs in Dick for a 
Day, based as it is on the assump¬ 
tion that a penis is so extraordi¬ 
narily valuable, of itself, that every 
woman must spend all or most of 
her creative energies imagining a 
glorious moment when she might 
be gifted, even blessed, with one. 


In her introduction, editor 
Fiona Giles sets out her thesis 
with enough jargon ladled on to 
give the romps to follow a patina 
of academic propriety. “The book 
reveals what women really think 
of the phallus as both anatomical 
object and cultural archetype.” 

Of course, “women” refers for 
the most part to straight women. 
Giles explains: “The book casts a 
wide net over female perspectives 
on the penis, ranging outside the 
better-explored lesbian use of 
masculine indicators. While also 
including lesbians and bisexual 
writers, Dick for a Day is particu¬ 
larly interested in what a hetero¬ 
sexual woman would make of a 
penis.” 

If the essays, poems and car¬ 
toons in this collection are any ev¬ 
idence, the answer is.. .not much. 
Most of the pieces are predictable 
and plain, puerile even. 

There are a few notable excep¬ 
tions. Carol Wolper explores the 
change in attitude toward her by 
others when she grows “a tower of 
testosterone” in “Size and Sensi¬ 
bility.” Belinda Luscombe admits 
that “first I wanted to write my 
name” in “There’s No Such Thing 
as a Plaid Jockstrap.” Discovering 
so many varieties of condoms, “I 
began to wonder if anyone wore 
condoms even if they weren’t 
planning on having sex, just for 
the look of it. The sales clerk’s ex¬ 
pression, when I asked, seemed to 
indicate no.” Margaret Wertheim’s 
“The Pricks in Physics: A Histori¬ 
cal Fantasy” is a remarkably inter¬ 
esting review of great women sci¬ 
entists whose work was disregard¬ 
ed because they couldn’t write 
their names in the snow. 

Most impressive in its 
thoughtfulness and depth is Pat 
Califia’s “Dildo Envy and Other 
Phallic Adventures.” Califia looks 
at the painful division between 
gay men and lesbians, and argues 
that “the way we deal with the 
world is based on the metaphors 
we use to try to understand how 
consciousness inhabits the body.” 
She raises the possibility of our 
connecting with each other in 
ways that transcend the physical 
as they celebrate the body. Of 
course, I found the sado¬ 
masochistic fantasy that con¬ 
cludes the essay troubling, but 
that in no way diminishes the 
value of the earlier portion. 

Dick for a Day is a mostly dis¬ 
appointing collection, with pieces 
that are distressingly banal. The 
examples of excellence, however, 
are so good that they make the 
book worth owning. T

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Hokum and agitprop

W hile America continues to 
debate the possibility of 
same-sex marriage, gay 
couples go right on setting up 
house in search of conventional 
romance. Getting there means 
setting the mood, however, and 
finding the right background 
music can be a big help. It’s shock¬ 
ing to think how few openly gay 
love songs exist today. Fortunate¬ 
ly, two new compact discs have ar¬ 
rived in stores to help redress the 
imbalance. 

Stage 2, The Human Heart; vari¬ 
ous artists, Dink Records 

As the liner notes to this record 
indicate, the idea of an album de¬ 
voted entirely to love songs sung 
male to male is still depressingly 
revolutionary, even in the post- 
mod ’90s. Too bad the results here 
aren’t more boldly subversive. 

The original Stage 1 must have 
been a big success in order to en¬ 
gender a sequel. But the new disc, 
alas, is repeating an old format — 
show tunes originally assigned to 
women are sung by men, with the 
gender references unchanged. Not 
a bad idea, but we got the gimmick 



the first time around. Still, the 
record is somewhat entertaining, 
and because most of the songs 
work well in a male context, there 
are even some revelations. Indeed, 
it’s a refreshing change of pace to 
chart the course of a corny con¬ 
ventional courtship with two guys. 

The Human Heart founders, 
though, when the song was clear¬ 
ly meant to have been sung by a 
woman scorned, like in “Can’t 
Help Lovin’ Dat Man.” Perhaps 
there really are a lot of men out 
there who see themselves as the 
weepy heroines of Broadway mu¬ 
sicals, but it’s a hard sell. 

The disc cover and booklet 
show a frisky young pair of come¬ 
ly models eagerly exploring mar¬ 
riage-type love: cozy fireside 
chats, cutesy rough-housing in

crowave, she called me for help. 
Surely I could talk her through the 
meal preparations. After all, I had 
a uterus. The fact that she was in 
New Jersey and I was in Chicago 
was not a problem, was it? How 
hard could it be to teach a cook¬ 
ing novice over the phone to 
make gravy? 

Women and food. The topic 
never goes away, can never be ex¬ 
plored completely, can never be 
resolved. And maybe that’s be¬ 
cause, as Patricia Washburn 
writes in Eating Our Hearts Out, 
“on the most basic level, women 
are food.” Whatever the reasons, 
women’s relationship to food, to 
eating and preparing it, is com¬ 
plex, multi-layered, always fasci¬ 
nating. In her latest book, Mar¬ 
garet Randall — lesbian, activist, 
poet, photographer, chef — ex¬ 
plores her (and our) relationship 
to food in a series of poems and 
recipes that celebrate the bounty 
of life while analyzing the politics 
that inform both plenty and 
want. 

Don’t make the mistake of 
skipping the introduction. Ran¬ 
dall has much to say about the 
place of food and eating, and her 
wonderfully written intro locates 
the poetry to come in a progres¬ 
sive politics. “In this collection,” 
she explains, “I bring together my 
own woman’s voice and my love 
of cooking — mirrored halves of 
a powerfully female way of know¬ 
ing.” 

The recipes and the poems 
cover a range of foods and feel¬ 
ings. In “Grape Pie,” for example, 
Randall expresses joyous sensual¬ 



ity while explaining how to begin 
making a pie: “This pie calls for 4 
cups blue grapes/and asks that 
skillful fingers/slip the pulp from 
their skins./It requires you cook 
the lush mass/until its seeds 
loosen/and begs you keep your 
fantasies in check.” Randall’s “Ode 
to Velveeta” reminds us of the 
many layers of meaning in both 
the fact and the phrase “comfort 
food.” Anyone who has cooked for 
a new lover will enjoy “Spaghetti 
Lure,” with its wry commentary 
on the early days of romance: 
“Our first date I baked a delicate 
souffle,/fresh salmon flaked and 
fluffed/... We’d been together sev¬ 
eral years/when you admitted/you 
hate souffles of any kind.” 

No one book, indeed no 
baker’s dozen of books, will ever 
resolve all the issues around 
women and food, but Margaret 
Randall’s beautiful, sensual, 
painful, and practical poetry book 
of recipes, cookbook of poems 
makes an important contribution. 
Hunger's Table is a feast for all the 
senses. ▼ 



bed, etc. For some, this will 
doubtless prove a strong selling 
point. I don’t want to rain on any¬ 
one’s parade, but next time the 
folks at Dink Records decide to go 
gay, I hope they’ll forfeit the pret¬ 
ty pictures and ersatz Broadway 
melodrama and remember to in¬ 
clude some original material. 

Ute Lemper with the Matrix En¬ 
semble; Robert Ziegler conductor; 
London Records 

When I rave about this latest 
release in London/Decca’s ongo¬ 
ing Entartete Musik series (music 
suppressed by the Third Reich), 
my critical objectivity may be 
judged by a previous immunity to 
the overwrought talents of Ute 
Lemper. 

Listening to Lemper turn every 
song, no matter how simple, into 
some kind of weird Kabuki drama 
has not seduced me into her in¬ 
ternational fan club. Now that I’ve 
been utterly charmed by her latest 
effort, though, I am faced with a 
complete change of heart. 



Of course, her musical director 
Robert Ziegler and the excellent 
Matrix Ensemble share in the suc¬ 
cess, but the real stars here are the 
composers, Rudolf Nelson, Mis- 
cha Spolianksy, Friedrich Hol- 
laender, Berthold Goldschmidt, 
Kurt Tucholsky, and Marcellus 
Schiffer. 

The Entartete Musik series re¬ 
examines the vast output of music 
banned by Hitler’s Third Reich in 
the 1920s, ’30s, and ’40s, and 
other political disruptions in the 
20th century. Lemper’s disc pre¬ 
sents 18 cabaret numbers in high¬ 


ly idiomatic performances. The 
music is so successful at recreat¬ 
ing the sound of the Weimar Re¬ 
public that one could easily sense 
the presence of Christopher Ish- 
erwood and Sally Bowles. 

The real discovery here is in 
the overtly homosexual material. 
There’s a sly bisexual ditty, “When 
the Special Girlfriend”; a feminist 
attack, “Chuck Out the Men”; an 
ode to gender-benders, 
“Maskulinum-Femininum”; and 
perhaps most important of all, a 
true queen’s anthem in “The 
Lavender Song.” Sample some of 
these angry, proud, and defiant 
lyrics and you’ll see why the thugs 
were afraid of the writers. 

Lemper characterizes each 
number perfectly, changing from 
girlish laughter to heart-wrench¬ 
ing pain. This is a must for lovers 
of the art song and anyone who is 
interested in the significance of 
cabaret as agitprop entertain¬ 
ment. The folks at Dink Records 
might want to hear some of this 
gritty gay material before they 
move on to Stage 3. T

a n rare cases, an artist’s life is most 
I of what makes his art interesting. 
I Peter Malkin’s paintings and prints 
now at Vorpal Gallery are scenes of 
Jewish life and relatives killed in the 
Holocaust, but Malkin occupies a 
unique position in global history quite 
independent of his art. He was the 
man who captured Adolf Eichmann, 
the chief architect of Hitler’s “final so¬ 
lution,” on a street in Buenos Aires in 
I960. Malkin was a Mossad agent del* 
egated with apprehending Eichmann 
for his trial of crimes against humani¬ 
ty, and his execution in 1962 in 
Jerusalem. 

In France on his way to Buenos 
Aires for the catch, Malkin bought a 
tourist guide, The South American 
Handbook. On its pages he did the 
drawings which became the sixty seri- 
graphs of his Argentine Journal, selec¬ 
tions from which form a central part 
of the exhibition here. The oversized 
pages of the travel guide turned out to 
be an eerily appropriate canvas for 
Malkin’s anxious visions, including a 
drawing of an “innocent,” doe-eyed 
Hitler, and a portrait of Eichmann 
overtop a territorial map of Argentina 
that is surely one of the important his¬ 
torical portraits of the century. 

Malkin continued to paint on maps 
and pages of newspapers, including a 
portrait painted on the front page of 
the New York Times the day of the 
Shah’s fall But the Holocaust remains 
the signal event in Malkin’s life and art. 
Vorpal’s cavernous spaces are a com¬ 
pelling, somber place to encounter 
these totems of a life lived in history, 
and of a time mid-century when good 
and evil seemed clear. ▼

Delightful tin 
whistling is only one reason to 
enjoy Come Out Everybody, the 
U.S. debut album of the Irish 
duo, Zrazy (pronounced like 
crazy with a z). Singers/songwrit¬ 
ers/ musicians Maria Walsh and 
Carole Nelson offer an eclectic 
mix of songs that speak to the 
joys and agonies of lesbian love. 

I was singularly touched by 
the poignant “Suburban Girl” 
who insists, “My head’s in a 
whirl/I’m a suburban girl/And I 
really think that I’m dead cool.” 


“In a Word” is a lovely piece, 
with its moving refrain: “Would 
you like to stay with me/Would 
you like to play with me/Would 
you like to be with me/and be 
free.”
